MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 

DELIVERED  BEFORE  THE  BOARD  OF  ALDERRMEN 
JUNE  9,  1903. 


Gentlemen: — 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  City  Charter,  I  would 
respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  a  statement  of  the  city's 
finances  as  submitted  to  me  by  the  City  Treasurer  on  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1903.  Also  an  estimate  of  the  current  expenses  for  the  year 
beginning  January  1,  1903,  and  ending  January  1,  1904. 

I  also  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  another  matter  of  import- 
ance, viz:  the  building  of  our  new  library.  There  are  other  matters 
of  importance  which  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to,  but  will 
defer  doing  so  until  such  time  as  I  can  give  them  proper  consideration. 

Our  bonded  debt  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1903,  was  $679,000,  the 
sinking  fund  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1903,  was  $85,563.87,  which 
leaves  a  net  bonded  debt  of  $593,436.13. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  listers  have  not  finished  their  work  I 
am  unable  to  give  you  the  exact  amount  of  our  grand  list  for  the 
present  year,  but  after  a  careful  investigation  I  feel  safe  in  saying  it 
will  be  $134,000,  showing  an  increase  of  $1,896.80  over  the  year  1902. 
After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  expenses  needed  for  the  different 
departments  for  the  current  year,  and  also  to  provide  for  a  deficiency 
of  $37,057.19,  which  I  find  no  provision  had  been  made  for  by  my  pre- 
decessor, it  would  require  a  tax  levy  of  180  cents  on  the  dollar  on  the 
grand  list.  In  the  City  Report  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1903,  the 
deficiency  appears  as  $34,057.19,  but  in  the  same  report  I  find  as  one 
of  the  available  assets  of  the  city  the  Howard  Hose  house  valued  at 
$3,000,  which  sum  I  claim  should  be  added  to  the  $34,057.19,  making 
$37,057.19  as  the  actual  deficiency  to  be  provided  for  by  taxation. 
My  reasons  for  transferring  this  sum  from  the  column  of  assets  to  the 
column  of  liabilities  are  as  follows:

The  building  is  now  and  has  been  used  for  school  purposes  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  should  not  be  called  an  asset  of  the  city  for  taxa- 
tion purposes  any  more  than  any  of  our  public  buildings. 

After  careful  consideration,  the  estimated  expenses  for  the  dif- 


ferent departments  will  be  $254,077  91 

Estimated  receipts   55,606  08 

$198,471  83 

Added  to  this  sum  the  deficiency  as  found  of   37,057  19 

Makes  the  sum  of  $  235,429  02 


to  provide  for  which  would  call  for  a  tax  levy  of  180  cents  on  the  dol- 
lar. 

Now  it  is  very  evident  that  we  have  been  spending  on  an  average 
for  the  last  seven  or  eight  years  155  cents  on  the  dollar,  leaving  a 
deficiency  at  the  end  of  each  year  which  now  amounts  to  the  sum  as 
stated  above,  and  I  think  it  time  some  provision  should  be  made  for 
the  same,  I  would  therefore  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  a 
tax  levy  of  160  cents  on  the  dollar,  appropriating  5  per  cent,  of  the 
same  to  take  care  of  part  of  the  deficiency,  continuing  this  from  year 
to  year,  until  it  is  wholly  wiped  out,  the  balance  to  be  provided  for  by 
short  time  loans,  which,  as  I  understand,  we  are  paying  for  at  the 
rate  of  5  per  cent. 

The  other  matter  I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to,  as  already 
stated,  is  the  building  of  our  new  library.  As  you  already  know,  I 
am  on  record,  as  having  a  very  decided  opinion  as  to  the  advisability 
of  locating  the  building  on  the  market  grounds,  believing  it  would  be 
too  expensive  in  procuring  a  proper  and  safe  foundation  for  so  costly 
a  building,  and  I  think  I  can  safely  say  that  my  objections  were  well 
grounded  considering  the  present  condition  of  the  walls  of  the  same, 
and  I  do  not  think  now  there  is  a  practical  business  man  in  the  city 
of  Burlington  who  would  accept  those  walls  and  allow  an  expensive 
building  erected  on  the  same. 

A  word  also  as  to  the  contract.  I  believe  there  are  members  of 
this  Board  that  were  on  the  Board  of  1902,  when  this  contract  was  let 
for  the  construction  of  the  library  building,  and  also  members  of  the 
present  Board,  who,  as  I  understand,  have  had  resolutions  passed  mak- 
ing public  the  contract,  but  as  yet  it  has  not  been  produced.    A  resolu-

tion  was  passed  last  year  by  the  old  Board  restricting  expenditure  to 
the  sum  of  $50,000,  but  having  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  the  con- 
tract, I  think  I  have  a  right,  and  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  city 
will  be  called  upon  to  furnish  the  additional  sum  of  $25,000.  Now 
this  is  an  important  matter,  and  I  would  respectfully  call  the  immedi- 
ate attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  it. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  remind  you  that  public  office  is  a  public 
trust,  that  we  are  the  servants  of  the  people,  having  power  conferred 
upon  us  by  reason  of  the  position  we  occupy  in  spending  the  people's 
money,  and  while  I  believe  in  and  shall  insist  as  far  as  I  am  able 
in  having  as  low  a  tax  rate  as  possible,  I  wish  to  remind  you  that  I 
shall  not  recommend  the  taking  of  a  single  step  backward,  as  the 
high  standard  to  which  we  have  attained,  and  which  has  been  the 
means  of  calling  forth  so  many  nattering  tributes  to  the  beauty  and 
welfare  of  our  city,  must  be  maintained. 

I  would  respectfully  ask  the  hearty  co-operation  of  your  honor- 
able body  in  every  measure  that  comes  before  us  in  order  that  we  may 
be  true  and  faithful  servants  of  those  whom  we  have  the  honor  to 
represent.

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FINANCES. 


As  will  be  seen  on  examining  the  statement  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  year,  the  School' Commissioners  have  not  only  kept 
the  expenses  of  their  department  within  the  amount  of  receipts,  but 
they  have  also  carried  a  considerable  sum  to  the  credit  of  the  new  year. 

One  item  of  the  table  of  receipts — that  of  the  Mitchell  estate, 
$343.02 — is  worthy  of  special  mention,  not  because  of  size,  but  by  rea- 
son of  its  unusual  character.  Mrs.  Margaret  Mitchell,  of  this  city,  died 
intestate  November  23,  1882,  and  Mr.  Charles  A.  Sumner  was  ap- 
pointed administrator  April  12,  1883.  The  estate  was  settled  in  due 
process  of  law,  March  7,  1884,  and  there  was  found  to  be  a  residue  of 
$187.67.  The  administrator  was  unable  to  find  any  heirs  of  Mrs. 
Mitchell,  or  any  lawful  claimant  to  the  estate,  and  he  deposited  the 
money  in  the  Burlington  Savings  Bank,  where  it  remained  until  his 
death  in  December,  1901. 

Mayor  Hawley  having  been  notified  of  the  condition  of  the  estate, 
brought  a  petition  to  the  Probate  Court  of  this  district  praying  that 
this  fund  be  declared  escheat  to  the  City  of  Burlington  for  the  benefit 
of  the  public  schools.  After  due  notice  and  hearing,  the  Probate  Court, 
Judge  Marcellus  A.  Bingham,  September  28,  1903,  entered  a  decree 
that  the  residue  of  this  estate,  then  amounting  to  $343.02,  be  declared 
escheat  and  be  assigned  to  the  City  of  Burlington  for  the  benefit  of  the 
schools  of  the  city,  as  provided  by  law. 

One  other  item  should  be  mentioned — that  of  insurance,  $500. 
Later  in  this  report  under  School  Property,  reference  will  be  found 
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to  the  breaking  down  of  the  boiler  in  the  old  High  School  building. 
This  boiler  was  covered  by  insurance  in  the  Hartford  Steam  Boiler 
Inspection  and  Insurance  Company.  In  the  settlement  of  this  loss  the 
company  paid  $500,  which  was  regarded  by  the  Commissioners  as  a 
fair  adjustment  of  the  matter. 


The  expenses  of  the  year  came  very  near  the  estimate,  and  fell  a 
little  below  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

With  the  increased  cost  of  materials,  service  and  of  living  gener- 
ally, it  is  probable  that  expenses  hereafter  cannot  be  kept  down  to 
present  figures. 


SCHOOL  PROPERTY. 

The  item  of  repairs  is  larger  this  year  than  it  has  been  usually, 
and  is  due  chiefly  to  changes  made  in  the  old  High  School,  the  Con- 
verse and  the  Lawrence  Barnes  buildings. 

Last  spring  the  old  boiler  which  had  served  the  city  for  many 
years  in  the  old  High  School,  broke  down,  with  "collapse"  or  "rup- 
ture" for  causes  not  yet  clearly  understood.  The  damage  to  the  boiler 
was  so  serious  and  extensive  that  it  was  found  to  be  impracticable  to 
repair  or  restore  it.  Accordingly,  with  only  an  interruption  of  a  few 
days  to  the  school,  a  small  boiler  was  set  up,  which  answered  the  pur- 
pose for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year,  and  during  the  summer 
vacation  two  No.  1002  Gurney  boilers  were  installed.  The  advantage 
of  having  twin  boilers  will  be,  that  in  cold  weather  both  can  be  used, 
thus  insuring  an  abundance  of  heat,  while  in  mild  weather  one  will  be 
sufficient.  This  will  result,  I  think,  in  a  saving  of  fuel,  and  in  regu- 
lating the  heat  according  to  the  demands  of  che  season. 

At  the  Converse  School  the  walls  of  the  class  rooms  on  the  first 
floor  were  painted  one  year  ago.  This  year  the  work  was  continued 
and  the  remaining  class  rooms  and  corridors  received  similar  treat- 
ment. This  building  had  been  in  use  for  ten  years  and  urgently  needed 
the  attention  which  it  has  now  received. 

In  the  construction  of  the  Lawrence  Barnes  School,  and  in  changes 
subsequently  made,  the  ceilings  were  damaged  by  water  so  that  in  sev- 
eral places  the  plaster  had  fallen,  and  in  many  others  it  had  become 
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loosened  and  cracked.  The  School  Commissioners,  considering  it  in- 
advisable to  repair  with  plaster,  decided  to  use  wood  sheathing.  Ac- 
cordingly the  ceilings  of  most  of  the  class  rooms  were  sheathed  with 
wood,  put  on  in  the  form  of  suitable  panels.  This  is  a  great  improve- 
ment to  the  building  in  respect  to  appearance  and  safety. 

In  connection  with  the  description  of  the  new  Adams  School  build- 
ing in  the  report  of  last  year,  it  was  stated  that  some  annoyance  had 
been  experienced  in  adjusting  the  warming  and  ventilating  apparatus. 
This  condition  continued  through  the  winter  term  to  the  great  dis- 
comfort of  teachers  and  pupils,  and  at  the  expense  of  a  great  amount 
of  fuel.  But  I  am  now  glad  to  report  that,  with  a  few  changes  in  the 
heating  plant,  and  with  the  good  care  and  management  of  the  present 
janitor,  this  year,  even  in  the  coldest  weather,  the  building  his  been 
properly  warmed,  and  the  temperature  control  system  has  worked  more 
satisfactorily. 

I  anticipate  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  fuel  account  for  this 
building  this  year. 


NEW  BUILDINGS. 

What  was  said  last  year  in  regard  to  the  need  of  new  buildings 
could  with  propriety  be  repeated  in  this  report. 

The  situation  in  the  south  part  of  the  city  remains  unchanged, 
except  that  the  kindergarten  has  been  moved  to  better  quarters  than 
those  occupied  last  year.  It  is  now  at  No.  57  Lakeside  avenue.  This 
building  has  larger  rooms  and  is  warmed  by  a  furnace,  and  is  a  great 
improvement  upon  that  formerly  occupied. 

The  city  is  still  renting  two  buildings  to  accommodate  the  pupils 
at  and  near  Lakeside. 

What  was  anticipated  a  year  ago  in  respect  to  the  schools  in  the 
north  part  of  the  city  has  occurred. 

To  relieve  the  Pomeroy  School,  pupils  in  the  G  and  B  Primary 
classes  residing  on  Winooski  avenue  north  of  North  street  were  sent 
away, — the  former  to  the  Star  Hose  building,  and  the  latter  to  the 
Lawrence  Barnes  building,  and  the  C  Intermediate  pupils  at  Star 
Hose  building  were  sent  to  the  Barnes  school.  To  relieve  the  Ar- 
chibald Street  Primary  School,  the  A  Primary  class  was  transferred 
to  the  Lawrence  Barnes  School. 
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These  measures,  however,  can  give  only  temporary  relief.  This 
part  of  the  city  is  rapidly  filling  up.  The  Lawrence  Barnes  School 
building  is  liable  at  any  time  to  be  overcrowded. 

The  erection  of  a  new  building  on  or  near  the  site  of  the  Archi- 
bald Street  School  should  not  longer  be  delayed.  This  new  building 
would  accommodate  the  north  section  of  the  city,  would  relieve  the 
Pomeroy  and  Lawrence  Barnes  Schools,  and  would  supply  for  the 
Archibald  Street  School  district  what  it  has  long  sorely  needed. 

So  many  requests  are  received  for  information  about  our  school 
buildings,  particularly  about  the  new  High  School  building,  that  cuts 
of  all  the  new  buildings,  of  the  floor  plans  and  assembly  hall  of  the 
Edmunds  High  School,  and  of  some  interior  views  of  the  Adams  School 
are  given  in  this  report. 

CHANGE  IN  TEXT-BOOKS. 

In  my  last  report  I  mentioned  that  a  beginning  had  been  made  in 
changing  text-books.  At  the  opening  of  the  present  year  new  books 
were  introduced  into  all  grades  below  the  eighth,  i.  e.  below  the  classes 
in  the  old  High  School  building. 

While  no  formal  and  exclusive  adoptions  have  been  made,  yet  the 
Werner  arithmetics  are  now  in  general  use  below  the  eighth  grade; 
the  Pollard  readers  are  still  in  use  in  some  of  the  schools,  but  the 
Ward  books  have  been  substituted  in  the  greater  number;  in  language, 
the  Knox-Heath  and  Hyde  books  have  been  displaced  by  the  Bartlett 
and  Metcalf  books,  and  in  geography,  King's,  Tarbell's,  Davis  & 
Deane's,  Tarr  &  McMurray's  and  the  Natural  have  supplanted  the 
Butler's. 

The  course  which  we  have  pursued  for  many  years  in  respect  to 
text-books  is  probably  unusual.  Instead  of  making  exclusive  adop- 
tions, and  confining  the  classes  to  the  use  of  one  book  only  in  a  subject, 
we  have  believed  it  a  better  way  to  have  different  books,  so  that  teach- 
ers and  pupils  can  have  the  benefit  of  the  work  of  different  authors. 

It  is  sometimes  advisable  to  change  text-books,  even  if  the  new 
book  is  no  better  than  the  old.  The  new  one  is  fresh  and  serves  up 
its  subject  in  a  style  different  from  that  of  the  old  one,  and  this  fea- 
ture alone  awakens  interest  and  relish.  The  three  R's  remain  the 
three  R's  still/  but  their  presentation  may  vary.  What  has  just  been 
said  about  changes  in  text-books  generally  has  been  well  illustrated  in 
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our  schools  during  the  last  term.  Manifestly  a  new  interest  has  bee"h 
awakened  in  the  subjects  in  which  new  books  have  been  used,  and  the 
year's  work  will  undoubtedly  show  exceptionally  good  results. 

In  reading,  while  certain  books  are  understood  to  have  been 
"adopted,"  so  much  supplementary  matter  is  employed,  that  above  the 
second  grade  it  would  be  difficult  for  pupils,  or  teachers  even,  to  tell 
which  is  the  adopted  book  and  which  is  the  supplementary.

SCHOOL  GARDEN. 

Considerable  attention  is  being  given  at  this  time  to  School  Gar- 
dens. Some  Normal  Schools  are  making  the  subject  prominent  in 
their  instruction  and  training. 

Chiefly  through  the  efforts  of  Prof.  L.  R.  Jones,  of  the  University, 
the  Adams  School  has  a  school  garden, — a  modest  garden  to  be  sure, 
but  at  least  the  beginning  of  a  garden. 

Early  in  last  spring  term  a  section  of  the  school  yard  in  the  rear 
of  the  building  was  set  apart  for  the  purpose  and  suitably  prepared 
for  a  garden.  At  the  suggestion  of  Prof.  Jones,  Hon.  W.  J.  Van  Patten 
and  Hon.  E.  B.  Taft  generously  contributed  a  great  number  of  flower- 
ing plants  and  shrubs,  which  were  set  out  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
L.  H.  Jones,  and  of  an  experienced  gardener,  the  teachers  and  pupils 
observing  and  assisting.  Under  the  direction  of  the  teachers  the 
pupils  planted  flower  seeds. 

Plants  and  seeds  were  cared  for  by  the  pupils  under  arrangements 
made  by  the  principal  of  the  school.  The  pupils  were  very  much  in- 
terested in  observing  development  and  growth  in  their  garden,  ,and 
greatly  enjoyed  the  fruits  of  their  labors  in  the  floral  decorations  of 
their  school  rooms. 
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The  coming  year,  I  trust,  will  see  an  increase  in  the  size  of  the 
garden  and  in  the  number  and  variety  of  its  productions. 

I  wish  especially  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  and 
services  of  Prof.  Jones  in  connection  with  this  matter. 


TRAINING  FOR  GOOD  CITIZENSHIP. 

The  warrant  for  the  existence  and  maintenance  of  public  schools 
is  found  in  instruction  and  training  which  they  afford  for  good  citizen- 
ship. A  great  many  school  officers,  teachers  and  pupils  are  brought 
directly  under  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  the  regulations  of  their  own 
organizations,  and  thus  recognition  of  properly  constituted  authorities 
is  taught  and  enforced,  and  the  great  lesson  of  obedience  is  inculcated. 

Civil  Government  is  one  of  the  prescribed  branches  of  study  re- 
quired to  be  taught  in  our  schools,  but  it  is  usually  assigned  to  a 
place  in  the  higher  grades.  More  can  be  done  in  the  lower  grades. 
Young  boys  and  girls  can  get  some  conception  of  the  need  of  gov- 
ernment, the  different  departments  of  government,  the  essentials  of 
good  government,  and  of  the  necessity  of  intelligence  and  virtue  in 
citizens.    And  so  we  are  brought  directly  to  good  citizenship. 


MANUAL  TRAINING. 

In  previous  reports  attention  has  been  called  to  the  importance  of 
manual  training  in  a  present  day  scheme  of  public  school  instruction, 
and  to  the  desirability  of  introducing  such  training  into  our  schools. 

The  classes  in  sewing  at  Lakeside  Park  School,  to  which  refer- 
ence was  made  in  my  last  report,  were  interesting  and  helpful,  and 
demonstrated  the  feasibility  of  such  work.  Similar  experiments  have 
been  made  at  different  times  and  in  different  schools  in  the  city,  and 
always  with  the  same  results.  Pupils  respond  eagerly  to  such  calls 
upon  their  attention,  appreciating  that  they  are  learning  something 
and  doing  something  which  will  be  of  substantial  benefit  to  them.  Under 
such  conditions  they  make  rapid  progress.  The  subject  of  manual 
training  is  now  under  consideration  by  the  Board  of  School  Commis- 
sioners with  a  view  to  its  definite  and  general  introduction. 
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COOKING  SCHOOL. 

Last  season  a  cooking  school  was  conducted  at  Lakeside  Park  in 
the  rooms  occupied  by  the  kindergarten.  The  following  account  is 
kindly  furnished  by  one  of  the  ladies  actively  interested  in  the  enter- 
prise: 

"During  the  winter  of  1902-3,  a  beginning  was  made  toward  some 
teaching  of  practical  cookery  to  a  class  of  girls — most  of  them  fac- 
tory employees — at  Lakeside  Park.  The  girls  having  expressed  a  desire 
for  teaching  of  this  kind,  a  teacher  in  the  evening  school  aroused  the 
interest  of  a  number  of  our  townswomen,  who  contributed  the  neces 
sary  funds,  equipment  and  services.  The  School  Board  co-operated 
with  the  enterprise  by  furnishing  the  use  of  the  kindergarten  rooms, 
the  necessary  fuel,  lights,  and  janitor  services. 

"With  the  assistance  of  the  Lakeside  teachers,  a  class  of  thirtyfive 
girls,  ranging  in  age  from  14  to  20  years,  was  organized,  and  a  course 
of  twelve  lessons,  to  be  given  on  two  evenings  of  each  week  for  a 
period  of  six  weeks,  was  planned. 

"These  lessons  were  carefully  chosen,  so  as  to  contain  the  first 
principles  of  plain  cookery,  in  the  various  branches,  but  two  or  three 
simple  dishes  being  assigned  to  each  lesson,  to  render  the  worlc  as 
thorough  as  possible.  These  lessons  were  printed  upon  stout  cards, 
and  distributed  to  each  member  of  the  class. 

"The  teaching  was  undertaken  by  six  ladies  who,  with  one  assist- 
ant, taught  in  turn,  by  careful  demonstration,  the  twelve  lessons  laid 
out.  At  the  close  of  each  demonstration  a  lunch  was  served  from  the 
dishes  prepared. 

"These  lessons  were  followed  by  the  large  proportion  of  the  class 
invariably  present,  with  keen  and  intelligent  interest;  the  smallest 
number  present  at  any  lesson  was  twenty-four,  the  average  number  was 
about  thirty." 

I  desire  to  express  my  hearty  thanks  to  these  kind  friends  for  the 
good  movement  inaugurated  by  them,  and  for  the  success  which  at- 
tended their  efforts.  The  names  of  these  friends  are  omitted  in  def- 
erence to  their  wishes.

seek  to  exert  in  the  life  of  a  community,  his  breadth  of  taste  and  sym- 
pathy in  ministering  to  the  demands  and  needs  of  the  reading  public, 
and  his  care,  at  the  same  time,  that  only  books  of  wholesome  influ- 
ence should  go  forth  with  the  sanction  of  the  guardians  of  a  public 
trust  like  that  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library: 

The  Librarian's  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1903,  the  thirtieth  report  since  the  organization  of  the  Library  and  the 
nineteenth  I  have  had  the  privilege  of  laying  before  your  Board,  is 
respectfully  submitted.

Since  my  last  report  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  lost  one  of  the 
members,  Rev.  J.  I.  Bliss,  who  died  March  17,  1903.  Mr.  Bliss  had 
been  a  Trustee  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  since  July  7,  1891.  His  in- 
terest in  the  selection  of  books  to  meet  the  wishes  and  needs  of  the 
public,  his  kindly  courtesy  to  those  connected  with  the  Library  admin- 
istration, are  recalled  with  grateful  remembrance. 

The  friends  of  the  Library  will  be  glad  to  know  that  the  vacancy 
has  been  wisely  filled  by  the  election  of  Mrs.  G.  G.  Benedict  on  May 
12,  1903.  The  influence  of  the  Library  cannot  fail  to  be  increased  and 
broadened  by  her  active  interest,  wise  counsel  and  intelligent  literary 
taste. 

We  note  with  gratitude  the  approaching  completion  of  the  new 
Carnegie  Library  building,  and  we  may  hope  that  this  year  will  see 
the  books  of  the  Fletcher  Free  Library  installed  there.  Then  we  can 
look  forward  to  greater  usefulness  and  better  fulfillment  of  the  wise 
purpose  for  which  this  Library  was  founded,  of  brightening  the  lives 
and  enlightening  the  minds  of  this  community. 

-  During  the  last  year,  600  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  catalogue 
of  accessions  and  shelf  list,  making  the  number  so  entered  28,569.  Of 
these  91  were  added  from  binding  magazines  and  newspapers,  17  of 
which  were  gifts  of  unbound  volumes  of  periodicals,  28  were  gifts  of 
books,  and  481  were  new  purchases.  In  1903,  650  volumes  were  added 
to  our  shelves.  For  want  of  room  on  the  shelves,  as  well  as  of  time, 
a  large  number  of  gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  have  not  been  prop- 
erly catalogued.  Lists  of  them  have  been  kept  to  make  them  acces- 
sible when  needed. 

Among  the  more  important  books  purchased  during  the  year  are 
the  Supplement  to  the  Encyclopaedia  Britannica,  11  volumes;  Bio- 
graphical History  of  Vermont,  2  volumes;  Stoddard's  Lectures.  12 
volumes;  Hopkinson  Smith's  Venice  of  To-day,  Longfellow's  Archi- 
tecture of  Greece  and  Italy.  Through  the  kindness  of  Gen.  T.  S. 
Peck,  we  have  a  gift  from  him  of  Deeds  of  Valor  of  America's  Heroes, 
two  large  illustrated  volumes.  Besides  the  usual  valuable  govern- 
ment publications  and  those  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  interesting 
reports  from  the  New  York  State  Botanist  and  State  Historian  have 
been  given  to  the  Library.  The  publishers  of  the  local  papers  con- 
tinue to  give  their  daily  and  weekly  issues  and  are  always  ready  to 
give  place  in 'their  columns  to  lists  of  books  or  any  item  relating  to 
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the  Library.  Other  friends  of  the  Library  have  given  the  usual 
number  of  books  and  periodicals,  a  list  of  which  is  printed  in  an 
appendix  to  this  report. 

The  selection  of  books  for  a  library  must  supply  a  variety  of 
tastes,  from  serious  to  popular  volumes.  For  a  small  library,  this  is 
unusually  well  supplied  with  histories,  and  especially  with  books  on 
art,  for  that  is  one  of  the  directions  in  which  many  of  our  townspeople 
wish  to  carry  their  studies  as  far  as  possible  where  there  is  no  access 
to  original  works  of  art.  But  in  these  days  the  reproductions  are 
artistic  in  themselves.  In  the  mechanical  arts,  it  might  be  well  to 
add  more  of  the  best  and  most  recent  publications. 

There  is  always  a  demand  for  many  duplicates  of  the  last  new 
books,  especially  of  the  new  fiction.  If  we  bought  enough  to  supply 
the  demand,  in  a  few  weeks  something  newer  would  be  asked  for,  and 
many  of  the  first  would  be  useless  on  our  shelves.  Still,  as  one  libra- 
rian says,  "if  we  refuse  to  buy  anything  new  and  adopt  Emerson's 
advice  to  'never  buy  a  book  until  it  is  a  year  old'  when  no  new  novels 
were  to  be  found  in  the  Library,  many  would  cease  to  come  at  all." 
The  difficulty  of  choosing  among  the  many  new  novels  overpraised  and 
widely  advertised  is  great.  Last  year  in  the  Boston  Public  Library 
the  volunteer  readers  reported  on  702  new  novels.  Of  these  112  differ- 
ent works  of  fiction  were  purchased. 

In  the  new  Library  we  are  to  have  a  room  for  a  Junior  Depart- 
ment. If  used  for  this,  it  may  be  best  to  make  a  change  in  our  rules, 
to  have  no  restriction  for  age,  only  that  the  application  for  a  library 
card  must  be  plainly  written,  or  a  child  can  prove  the  power  to  read 
and  understand  what  is  read.  There  is  always  a  great  demand  for 
picture  books.  In  smaller  libraries  than  this  I  have  seen  beautiful 
books  illustrated  by  Kate  Greenaway,  Walter  Crane  and  Boutet  de 
Monvel,  which  had  been  used  by  children  without  restriction  and  not 
torn  or  soiled. 

The  books  given  out  for  home  use  numbered  40,158,  showing  a 
decrease  of  2,676  compared  with  1902,  when  they  amounted  to  42,834. 
The  circulation  of  fiction  and  books  for  the  young  was  28,586,  the  year 
before  it  was  31,330,  a  decrease  of  2,744,  the  loss  in  circulation  falling 
entirely  on  the  light  reading  or  fiction. 

A  fine  of  two  cents  a  day  has  always  been  assessed  on  books  kept 
over  time.    These  fines  ought  to  be  paid  before  another  book  is  issued 
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on  the  same  card.  If  the  matter  is  still  neglected  a  messenger  is  sent 
for  the  book.  He  has  a  right  to  charge  25  cents  (in  addition  to  the 
fines)  for  his  trouble.  We  would  not  wish  the  fine  system  to  prove 
prohibitory.  It  is  necessary  to  have  a  penalty  to  ensure  the  return  of 
the  books;  others  need  them,  the  Library  staff  must  have  some  order, 
some  check  on  careless  borrowers. 

We  allow  some  special  privileges;  a  person  looking  up  some  sub- 
ject can  take  several  books  on  one  card  and  retain  them  for  several 
weeks,  by  arrangement  when  the  books  are  taken,  if  this  does  not 
conflict  with  the  wants  of  some  other  borrower.  If  a  card-holder  i& 
going  out  of  town  for  a  time,  books  can  be  kept  over  without  fines,  if 
the  librarians  are  notified  so  the  slips  can  be  marked  to  that  effect. 

The  ideal  of  a  library  would  be  to  have  as  little  red  tape  as  pos- 
sible, or  better  still,  perfect  freedom  as  expressed  by  one  successful 
and  thoughtful  librarian:  "The  library  is  not  a  business  affair,  it  is  a 
centre  of  public  happiness  first,  of  public  education  next."

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REPORT  OP  THE 

HEALTH  OFFICER. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  report  of  the 
Health  Department  for  the  year  1903. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  all  causes  during  the  year,  was 
three  hundred  ninety-six  (396).  This  number  includes  seventeen  (17) 
still-births  and  twenty-six  (26)  deaths  of  non-residents  at  hospitals. 
If  these  were  omitted  in  making  the  computation,  the  death  rate,  based 
upon  an  estimated  population  of  20,009,  is  17.6  to  each  1,000  inhab- 
itants. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  reported  nine  (9)  cases  of  chicken 
pox,  thirty-two  (32)  of  diphtheria,  eleven  (11)  of  measles,  eleven  (11) 
of  scarlet  fever,  twenty-nine  (29)  of  typhoid  fever  and  sixteen  (16) 
of  whooping  cough.  I  have  included  in  this  table  thirty-one  (31)  fatal 
cases  of  tuberculosis,  which  were  brought  to  my  attention  by  the  death 
certificates.  This  does  not  include  all  cases  of  this ,  disease,  as  they 
are  reported  directly  to  the  State  Board  of  Health.  These  figures 
would  be  slightly  increased,  if  all  cases  had  been  reported,  as  required 
by  law.  There  were  two  (2)  deaths  from  diphtheria,  thirty-one  (31) 
from  tuberculosis  and  three  (3)  from  typhoid  fever. 

It  will  be  observed  that  at  no  time  during  the  year  has  there  been 
an  epidemic  of  any  contagious  disease. 

During  the  year  1902  there  were  six  hundred  ninety-nine  (699) 
cases  of  contagious  disease  reported,  with  four  (4)  deaths  therefrom. 
This  did  not  include  cases  of  tuberculosis.  During  the  year  1903  there 
have  been  reported  one  hundred  eight  (108)  cases,  not  including  tu- 
berculosis, with  five  (5)  deaths. 
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We  have  noticed  a  great  improvement  in  the  collection  of  garbage 
during  the  past  year.  The  licensing  of  the  collectors  and  the  requir- 
ing of  proper  receptacles  for  collecting  has  been  a  move  in  the  right 
direction.  It  is  not,  however,  an  ideal  way  of  disposing  of  garbage, 
and  there  is  chance  for  much  improvement.  I  feel  that  the  city  will, 
in  the  near  future,  be  obliged  to  take  this  matter  into  their  own  hands 
and  provide  municipal  means  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  the  same. 

With  the  growth  of  our  city  there  seems  to  be  a  demand  for  a 
special  meat  inspector.  I  am  confident  that  there  is  some  meat  being 
sold  in  the  city  that  could  not  be  offered  for  sale  if  proper  inspection 
were  made.  May  I  recommend  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  passage  of 
such  ordinances  as,  in  your  judgment,  will  protect  the  public.  I  would 
also  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  inspector  of  meat  and  milk.  I 
have  included  the  inspection  of  milk  as  a  part  of  the  duty  of  this 
special  inspector  as  I  believe  the  inspection  of  these  two  foods  can  be 
easily  made  by  the  same  person.  With  the  present  demands  and  in- 
creased duties  of  the  Health  Officer,  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  give 
these  inspections  as  prominent  a  place  as  they  most  certainly  deserve. 
I  would  further  recommend  that  the  ordinance  regulating  the  supply  of 
milk  be  so  modified  as  to  make  it  possible  for  the  majority  of  the  milk 
dealers  to  come  within  the  letter  of  the  law.  I  believe  that  the  per 
cent  of  fats  required  by  this  special  ordinance  is  too  high,  as  only  four 
or  five  of  our  milk  dealers  are  able  to  produce  milk  up  to  this  stan- 
dard. I  would  recommend  that  the  per  cent  of  fats  be  changed  to 
3.6%,  the  percents  of  the  other  ingredients  to  remain  the  same  as  the 
ordinance  now  requires.  I  would  again  recommend  the  licensing  of 
every  milk  dealer.  This  will  greatly  facilitate  the  inspection  and 
help  the  inspector  to  know  who  are  offering  milk  for  sale  and  the 
sources  and  condition  of  herds  producing  the  same. 

In  October  I  called  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to  the 
condition  of  the  outlet  of  the  public  sewer.  I  advised,  at  that  time, 
that  the  outlet  be  repaired,  as  it  was  then  low  water  in  the  lake  and  a 
most  favorable  time  to  correct  this  nuisance.  I  also  called  your  at- 
tention to  the  sewer  on  lower  Battery  street,  especially  that  part  pass- 
ing along  the  west  side  of  the  Rutland  R.  R.  freight  depot,  as  not  being 
large  enough  to  take  care  of  the  sewage  and  surface  water,  during  a 
heavy  rain  storm.  I  believe  these  conditions  have  not  as  yet  been  cor- 
rected, and  I  trust  the  same  will  receive  your  attention  in  the  spring. 
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The  condition  of  the  city  water,  as  shown  by  analyses,  remains 
practically  the  same  as  it  has  for  the  past  two  or  three  years.  There 
has  been  during  the  past  year  a  slight  improvement  over  the  previous 
year  as  to  the  percent  of  analyses  that  gave  evidence  of  sewer  contam- 
ination was  14.3  as  against  22.72  per  cent  as  was  the  case  in  1902. 
Chemically  the  water  is  of  good  quality. 

The  school  buildings  of  our  city  are  all  new  and  modern  buildings, 
with  but  two  or  three  exceptions.  In  them  have  been  installed  the  latest 
means  of  heating,  ventilating,  lighting,  plumbing,  and  fire  protection. 
The  sanitary  conditions  are  excellent,  and  the  city  may  well  congratu- 
late herself  that  the  construction  and  arrangement  of  her  school-houses 
are  thoroughly  modern  and  second  to  none. 

A  record  of  every  duty  performed  by  the  Health  Officer  is  kept 
In  a  special  book  provided  for  the  same.  The  total  number  of  individ- 
ual cases  requiring  his  attention  during  the  year  is  2,839.

ANALYSIS  OP  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

During  the  year  (1903)  the  births  in  Burlington  numbered  four 
hundred  forty-six  (446),  and  the  deaths  three  hundred  ninety-six 
(396).  Excess  of  births  over  deaths,  fifty  (50).  There  were  in  (1903) 
eighty-eight  (88)  less  births  and  sixty-seven  (67)  more  deaths  than  in 
(1902).    Still  births  are  included  in  the  totals  of  births  and  deaths. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  ratio  of  persons  married  in  1903,  to  the  estimated  population 
(20,000),  is  1  in  68.49. 

Seasons. — There  were  sixteen  (16)  marriages  the  first  quarter  of 
the  year;  fifty  (50)  in  the  second;  thirty-six  (36)  in  the  third;  forty- 
four  (44)  in  the  fourth.  The  months  of  April,  June  and  October  had 
the  largest  number  of  marriages,  nineteen  (19),  in  each,  and  the  month 
of  January  the  smallest  number,  three  (3). 

Nativity. — One  hundred  ten  grooms  (110)  and  one  hundred  nine- 
teen (119)  brides  were  born  in  the  United  States;  twenty-two  (22) 
grooms  and  nineteen  (19)  brides  in  Canada;  three  (3)  grooms  in  Ire- 
land; and  eleven  (11)  grooms  and  eight  (8)  brides  in  other  countries. 

BIRTHS. 

Total  number  of  births  in  (1903)  was  four  hundred  forty-six 
(446),  which  was  eighty-eight  (88)  less  than  in  (1902).  In  this  num- 
ber are  included  seventeen  (17)  still-births.  The  proportion  of  live 
births  to  estimated  population  (20,000),  is  1:46.6. 

Sex. — Males,  two  hundred  twenty-seven  (227);  females,  two  hun- 
dred sixteen  (216). 

Parentage. — Two  hundred  seventy-seven  (277)  fathers,  and  two 
hundred  eighty-eight  (288)  mothers  were  born  in  the  United  States; 
one  hundred  (100)  fathers  and  one  hundred  two  (102)  mothers  in 
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Canada;  seven  (7)  fathers  and  four  (4)  mothers  in  Ireland;  and  forty- 
six  (46)  fathers  and  forty-five  (45)  mothers  in  other  countries.  The 
nativity  of  twelve  (12)  fathers  and  four  (4)  mothers  was  unknown. 

Seasons. — The  largest  number  of  births,  one  hundred  and  fifteen 
(115),  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year;  one  hundred  thirteen 
(113)  the  second,  one  hundred  ten  (110)  in  the  third  and  one  hundred 
five  (105)  in.  the  fourth. 

Locality. — One  hundred  thirty-six  (136)  births  occurred  in  the 
Third  Ward,  one  hundred  eighteen  (118)  in  the  Second,  one  hundred 
nine  (109)  in  the  Fifth,  fifty-five  (55)  in  the  Fourth,  and  twenty-five 
(25)  in  the  First. 

AGE  OF  MOTHERS. 

The  ages  at  which  mothers  bore  the  greatest  number  of  children 
in  (1903)  were  twenty-eight  (28)  and  thirty-three  (33),  thirty-two  (32) 
children  having  been  borne  by  mothers  of  each  age.  The  youngest 
mother  was  fourteen  (14)  and  the  oldest  forty-six  (46).  Sixteen  chil- 
dren were  borne  by  mothers  eighteen  (18)  years  old  and  under,  and 
twenty-eight  (28)  by  women  forty  (40)  years  of  age  or  older. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  1903,  including  seventeen  (17)  still 
births,  was  three  hundred  ninety-six  (396),  sixty-seven  (67)  more 
than  in  1902  and  fifty-three  (53)  more  than  in  1901.  With  an  esti- 
mated population  of  20,000  the  ratio  of  deaths,  exclusive  of  still  births 
and  twenty-six  (26)  non-residents  at  hospitals,  is  17.6  per  thousand, 
or  one  death  to  56.66  of  population. 

Seasons. — The  greatest  number  of  deaths,  one  hundred  seventeen 
(117),  occurred  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year;  the  smallest  number, 
ninety  (90),  in  the  second.  The  greatest  monthly  mortality  was  in 
February,  forty-six  (46),  and  the  smallest  in  October,  twenty-three 
(23). 

SEX. 

One  hundred  eighty-six  (186)  of  the  deaths,  including  still  births, 
were  males,  and  two  hundred  ten  (210)  were  females.  Of  these  one 
hundred  sixteen  (116)  were  married,  eighty-three  (83)  widowed,  and 
one  hundred  ninety-seven  (197)  single. 
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AGE. 

One  hundred  ten  (110)  of  the  deaths,  including  seventeen  (17) 
still  births,  were  of  children  under  one  year  of  age,  which  was  27.77 
percent  of  all  deaths;  twenty-three  (23)  were  of  children  between  one 
and  five  years  of  age,  or  5.8  percent  of  all;  thirty-two  (32),  between 
five  and  twenty  years  of  age,  or  8.08  percent  of  all;  seventy  (70)  be- 
tween twenty  and  fifty  years  of  age,  or  17.6  percent  of  all;  eighty-one 
(81)  were  between  fifty  and  seventy,  or  20.4  percent  of  all,  and  eighty 
(80)  were  seventy  or  over,  or  20.2  percent  of  the  total. 

NATIVITY. 

One  hundred  forty-one  (141)  of  the  decedents,  including  seventeen 
(17)  still  births,  were  born  in  Burlington;  one  hundred  fifty-two  (152) 
in  other  parts  of  the  United  States;  fifty-seven  (57)  in  Canada;  thirty- 
three  (33)  in  Ireland;  ten  (10)  in  other  countries;  and  three  (3)  not 
stated. 

LOCALITY. 

The  largest  number  of  deaths,  one  hundred  thirty-six  (136),  was 
In  the  Third  Ward;  seventy-nine  (79)  in  the  Fifth;  seventy-three  (73) 
in  the  Second;  sixty ^seven  (67)  in  the  Fourth;  and  forty-one  (41)  in 
the  First.  These  figures  include  the  twenty-six  (26)  non-resident 
deaths  at  the  hospitals.

There  have  been  six 
births  and  nineteen  deaths;  causes  of  deaths  as  follows:  tuberculosis, 
3;  old  age,  6;  bronchitis,  1;  nephritis,  1;  heart  disease,  1;  meningitis, 
2;  hemiplegia,  1;  eclampsia,  1;  cholera  infantum,  1;  marasmus,  1; 
cholera,  1.

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FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council,  City  of  Burlington: 

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  as  required  by- 
City  Ordinance,  submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1903. 

There  has  been  collected  by  the  Water  Department  for  service  rates' 
during  the  year,  $43,199.68,  and  with  the  reduced  rates  of  June  1,  1902, 
in  force  during  all  of  the  past  year,  show  an  increase  of  $382.21  in  the 
receipts  of  the  department. 

The  unpaid  bills,  for  service  rates,  are  $190.58  in  amount;  nearly 
all  of  which  will  be  collected. 

The  water  is  now  shut  off  for  non-payment  at  four  places,  one 
of  which  was  of  the  number  reported  one  year  ago. 

The  good  condition  of  the  reservoirs  has  been  fully  maintained,  and 
some  improvements  made,  especially  in  the  better  facilities  for  clean- 
ing in  a  thorough  manner. 

The  Pumping  Station  has  not  been  allowed  to  deteriorate,  and 
some  conveniences,  for  the  work  of  the  Department,  have  been  pro- 
vided. The  extremely  dry  weather,  of  some  parts  of  the  year,  caused 
the  use  of  an  unusual  amount  of  water,  but  the  pumps  have  con- 
tinued to  render  fairly  good  service,  and  at  no  time  has  there  been 
any  lack  of  supply  in  the  reservoirs. 

All  orders  of  the  City  Council  for  new  work  have  been  fully 
executed,  and  all  such  extensions  are  now  in  use. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Water  Works,  by  extensions  or  branches 
that  are  not  self  supporting,  or  prospectively  soon  to  be  so,  is,  to 
say  the  least,  a  questionable  policy,  as  it  increases  the  cost  of  main- 
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tenance  with  no  corresponding  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  might  soon  make  it  necessary  to  charge  a  higher  service 
rate  if  our  Water  Works  are  to  continue  self  supporting. 

The  amount  of  cement  pipe  replaced  by  iron  pipe  during  the 
year  has  not  been  large,  and  there  is  still  a  considerable  amount  of 
such  work  to  be  done  when  all  the  conditions  are  favorable  for  it.. 

The  sum  of  $42,817.47  being  the  amount  received  from  service 
rates  in  1902,  and  by  Charter  provided  for  distribution  during  the 
year  1903,  although  more  than  $5,000.00  less  than  the  preceding  year, 
has  with  the  sum  of  $4,061.43,  received  for  material  and  labor,  been 
made  by  the  Department  to  pay  all  current  expenses,  interest  on  all 
water  bonds,  and  in  addition  to  the  Charter  requirement  of  five  per 
cent,  of  receipts,  add  a  very  small  sum  to  the  Sinking  Fund. 

We  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  and  re- 
spectively refer  you  to  that  for  details  and  other  information  of  the 
department. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  pleasant  relations 
existing,  and  the  uniform  courtesy  extended  to  this  Board  by  your 
Honorable  Body  during  the  past  year.

ELECTROLYSIS. 

Facilities  have  been  provided,  on  the  Winooski  hill,  for  the  accur- 
ate measurement,  both  of  the  quantity  and  pressure  of  the  electric 
current  making  its  return  to  the  power  station  of  the  Traction  Com- 
pany by  way  of  the  water  mains. 

No  breaks  have  occurred  during  the  season,  which  could  be  traced 
to  electrolysis,  and  at  the  time  when  observations  were  made,  no 
material  variation  from  the  conditions  noted  in  former  years  was  de- 
tected. 
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A  six  inch  cast  iron  main  v/as,  during  the  season,  laid  from 
Loomis  street,  southerly  opposite  Booth  street,  a  distance  of  597  feet, 
for  and  at  the  expense  of  W.  C,  A.  S.  and  B.  S.  Isham. 

The  understanding  in  regard  to  the  extension  is  that  should  this 
proposed  street  be  accepted,  and  the  laying  of  a  water  main  therein 
ordered  by  the  City  Council,  the  Water  Department  will  purchase  the 
pipe  laid  at  the  price  paid  to  the  department  for  the  same,  viz.,  five 
hundred  dollars. 

The  above  is  now  yielding  an  income  of  about  three  and  one-half 
per  cent.    The  Cliff  street  extension  about  the  same.

HIGH  SERVICE. 


The  consumption  on  the  high  service,  as  indicated  by  the  pumping 
record  of  that  station,  was  about  twelve  million  gallons,  or  about  4 
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per  cent,  of  that  of  the  low  service.  Of  this  amount,  about  93  per 
cent,  was  measured  to  consumers  through  meters;  5  per  cent,  was  the 
estimated  loss  in  the  motor,  and  about  2  per  cent,  remains  unaccounted 
for. 

About  71  per  cent,  of  the  pumpage  was  accomplished  by  the  auto- 
matic machine,  operated  by  down  town  consumption,  and  the  remaining 
29  per  cent,  by  the  auxiliary  steam  plant. 

METERS. 

There  are  now  in  use  2,680  meters,  an  increase  of  153  over  last  year. 
Of  the  water  pumped,  about  59  per  cent  has  passed  through  meters 
yielding  about  82  per  cent,  of  the  revenue.

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THIRTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEE  ENGINEER  of  the  EIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington: 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  city  ordinance,  I  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1903. 

The  department  at  the  present  time  is  in  very  good  condition,  and 
well  able  to  handle  any  ordinary  fire,  but  is  not  of  sufficient  size  to 
successfully  fight  fires  that  are  liable  to  occur  in  some  of  our  large 
buildings.  A  fire  once  getting  the  start  of  our  department  in  any  of 
our  large  buildings  (and  we  have  quite  a  number  in  which  the  chances 
for  fire  are  very  good),  would  without  question  mean  a  heavy  loss. 
It  is  not  my  intent  to  say  anything  in  this  report  to  frighten  or  lead 
our  citizens  to  believe  they  are  not  protected  from  fires,  but  simply  to 
give  them  a  few  facts,  as  T  see  them,  about  the  amount  of  work  they 
could  expect  the  department  to  accomplish,  and  the  size  of  some  of  the 
fire  fighting  contracts  that  we  are  very  liable  to  encounter  at  any  time. 

The  city  of  Burlington  has  a  fire  department  which  she  may  well  be 
proud  of  for  one  of  its  size,  composed  largely  of  call  men.  It  can  and 
does  do  good  work.  Our  engines,  horses,  hose,  and  in  fact  everything 
about  the  department,  are  of  the  best  grade  and  quality,  and  I  believe 
it  to  be  business  economy  to  keep  them  so.  I  know  that  some  of  our 
citizens  call  this  a  very  expensive  department,  and  that  it  costs  much 
more  than  it  ought  to;  but  I  think  that  it  can  be  shown  that  the  cost 
per  capita  is  less  than  the  average  compared  with  the  cost  of  depart- 
ments in  other  cities.  But  let  the  cost  be  above  or  below  the  average, 
so  long  as  good  judgment  is  used  and  economy  is  the  rule.

I  do  not  see  how  the  people  can  shut  their  eyes  to  the  needs  of 
a  department  upon  which  so  much  depends.  A  correct  account  of  ex- 
penses and  business  done  by  the  department  is  kept  in  this  office,  and 
is  open  to  all  who  care  to  take  the  trouble  to  make  an  inspection. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  strength  of  the  department  be  in- 
creased by  the  purchase  of  a  modern  hook  and  ladder  truck,  the  same 
as  was  recommended  to  your  honorable  body  several  times  before.  I 
believe  this  to  be  very  important  and  that  it  should  not  be  passed  by, 
but  given  serious  consideration,  as  there  will  soon  be  a  suitable  place 
and  location  in  the  Fletcher  Library  building  for  a  hook  and  ladder 
truck  room.  It  could  be  remodeled  without  much  expense,  and  I  rec- 
commend  the  same. 

MANUAL  FORCE. 

The  department  consists  of  the  following  officers  and  men:  One 
chief  engineer,  two  assistant  engineers,  one  regular  and  one  call;  four 
captains,  four  drivers,  one  engineer  and  six  pipemen.  Total  regular 
force,  17,  with  27  call  men;  total  force,  44. 

ALARMS. 

During  the  year  the  department  responded  to  70  alarms,  an  in- 
crease of  39  alarms  attended  from  last  year;  gong  alarms,  55;  still 
alarms,  15. 

APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  the  following:  One 
second-class  Button  steam  fire  engine,  one  Babcock  double  tank  chemi- 
cal engine  (50  gallon  tanks),  three  four-wheeled  two-horse  hose  wagons, 
one  hook  and  ladder  truck,  and  three  hose  sleds,  one  old  exercise 
wagon. 

HOSE. 

The  department  has  at  present  5,100  feet  of  good  hose  and  1,000 
feet  of  medium  quality  hose. 

HORSES. 

There  are  now  nine  horses  in  the  department.  The  condition  of 
five  is  at  present  all  that  could  be  desired.  There  are  three  which  are 
beginning  to  fail  and  will  soon  be  unfit  for  this  service.  One  spare 
horse  is  beyond  active  service. 
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HARNESSES. 

The  harnesses  in  the  department  are  in  fair  condition,  but  will 
soon  need  repairing,  and  one  new  set  should  be  purchased. 

HOUSES. 

At  present,  all  houses  are  in  good  state  of  repair,  except  that  sta- 
tions two  and  three  are  in  need  of  painting  to  prevent  them  from 
decaying.  The  heating  apparatus  in  station  one  has  been  replaced  by 
a  modern  system. 

FIRE  LOSS. 

The  most  reliable  statistics  place  the  estimated  loss  at  $36,682.04; 
insurance  paid,  $33,133.71;  estimated  value  of  property  involved,  $233,- 
444.81;  net  loss,  $3,548.33. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  department  the  past  year  was  $16,- 
076.11,  and  the  appropriation  was  $14,500.00.  As  it  is  impossible  to  run 
this  department  with  the  appropriation  made  last  year,  I  would  ask 
that  the  appropriation  for  the  year  1904  be  $16,500.00,  as  we  are 
greatly  in  need  of  new  apparatus,  hose  and  other  supplies  to  maintain 
che  efficiency  of  the  department. 

The  past  year  the  office  of  first  assistant  engineer  was  made  per- 
manent with  salary,  and  the  pay  of  the  regular  men  was  increased, 
making  the  difference  in  the  overdraw  of  the  appropriation. 

NUMBER  OF  BUILDINGS  IN  THE  CITY. 

Brick  and  stone  buildings,  1,209;  wooden  buildings,  3,438;  59  were 
built  the  past  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Our  water  supply  is  in  good  condition;  the  capacity  gives  an  aver- 
age water  pressure  of  about  75  pounds  and  an  extreme  pressure  of  120 
pounds.    We  now  have  in  use  in  our  city  214  hydrants. 

I  would  ,  also  call  your  attention  again  to  the  necessity  of  adding 
to  the  number  of  fire  hydrants,  as  at  present  in  some  parts  of  the  city 
it  requires  long  lines  of  hose,  a  decided  detriment  to  the  working  of  the 
Department.  In  order  to  get  the  full  power  of  our  hydrants  and  do 
good  and  effective  work,  our  lines  of  hose  should  be  made  as  short  as 
possible. 

The  first  cost  of  putting  in  a  hydrant  is  practically  the  only  ex- 
pense, as  the  maintenance  thereafter  is  merely  nominal.    Therefore,  in 
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my  judgment,  it  is  cheaper  to  have  a  large  number  of  hydrants  and 
less  quantity  of  hose. 

I  would  earnestly  recommend  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  where- 
by the  rents  of  hydrants  be  greatly  reduced.  They  are  excessive  for  the 
service  received  from  them,  and  it  is  absurd  for  the  city  to  pay  to  itself 
such  rates.  It  makes  a  good  showing  for  the  Water  Department,  to 
the  seeming  expense  of  the  Fire  Department.  The  city  is  greatly  in 
need  of  more  hydrants,  and  by  so  reducing  the  rates  the  desired  num- 
ber could  be  obtained  with  no  additional  cost. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Under  this  head,  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  again  to  the  urgent 
necessity  of  the  adoption  of  the  recommendations  made  in  previous 
reports  which  have  not  been  acted  upon.    Briefly,  they  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  horse  and  wagon  for  the  chief.  This  horse  could  also  be 
used  as  an  extra  horse  in  case  any  accident  should  occur. 

2.  A  suitable  building  for  the  hook  and  ladder  company. 

3.  A  modern  hook  and  ladder  truck,  as  the  one  now  in  use  is  not 
equal  to  the  rest  of  the  apparatus,  and  the  inconvenience  of  the  arrange- 
ment for  the  handling  of  this  piece  of  apparatus  has  been  plainly 
apparent  for  some  time. 

4.  The  appointment  of  a  city  electrician. 

5.  The  adoption  of  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  and  storage 
of  calcium  carbide  and  gasolene. 

6.  The  purchase  of  smoke  protectors  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
ment, as  in  my  opinion  they  are  the  most  practical  instrument  in 
aiding  the  department  to  save  life  and  property. 

7.  The  urgent  need  of  a  new  exercise  wagon,  one  that  would  be 
suitable  to  replace  our  present  hose  wagons  in  case  of  accident. 

8.  The  necessity  of  additional  fire  alarm  boxes.  Some  portions 
of  the  city  are  unprovided  for;  it  is  misleading  to  the  department  when 
responding  to  an  alarm  in  some  parts  of  the  city,  the  distance  between 
boxes  being  so  great. 

9.  Also  cellar  pipes,  as  they  are  the  only  practical  device  for 
fighting  fires  in  cellars. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  a  suitable  place  be  given  to  the  Fire 
Department  for  a  general  supply  station  for  the  whole  department,  to 
furnish  storage  for  the  annual  supply  of  feed  for  the  horses  of  the 
department.    The  department  has  at  the  present  time  no  general  feed 
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supply  station,  and  provisions  are  bought  piecemeal,  necessarily  at  the 
top  prices  of  the  market.  With  a  building  as  a  general  storehouse, 
contracts  could  be  made  for  enough  of  all  kinds  to  supply  the  depart- 
ment for  one  year,  and  provisions  could  be  secured  in  bulk  at  greatly 
reduced  prices.  I  estimate  that  one-third  or  one-fourth  of  the  amount 
expended  for  feed  could  be  saved  by  using  a  building  as  a  storage  sta- 
tion and  making  annual  feed  contracts. 

Also  the  compulsory  provision  of  portable  fire  escapes  in  each 
room  of  all  hotels,  boarding  -houses  and  lodging  houses. 

The  enactment  of  legislation  that  will  prevent  the  overcrowding 
of  theatres,  concert  halls  and  other  places  of  public  gathering. 

I  also  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  at  this  time 
of  an  ordinance  requiring  stand  pipes  to  be  placed  in  all  high  build- 
ings hereafter  erected.  In  my  judgment,  all  buildings  more  than  50 
feet  in  height  should  be  provided  with  stand  pipes  not  less  than  two 
and  one-half  inches  in  diameter,  extending  from  the  ground  floor  to  the 
roof,  with  hose  connections  on  each  floor,  for  the  use  of  the  department. 
The  advantage  derived  from  stand  pipes  in  buildings  has  been  clearly 
demonstrated  in  some  of  our  large  cities  and  is  being  adopted  by  all 
departments  of  any  importance  throughout  the  country.  Now  is  the 
time  to  make  this  demand  and  not  allow  buildings  to  be  erected  and 
then  take  our  chances  of  securing  this  afterward.  This  is  an  important 
matter  and  should  be  acted  upon  at  once.  This  subject  demands  your 
careful  consideration. 

I  would  recommend  that  an  additional  fire  alarm  box  be  purchased 
to  be  used  solely  as  a  reserve.  I  wish  to  overhaul  each  and  every  box 
in  the  system  so  as  to  maintain  its  efficiency.  If  such  a  reserve  box 
is  purchased  it  would  enable  me  to  do  the  necessary  overhauling,  one 
box  at  a  time,  without  in  any  way  interfering  with  the  working  of  the 
system;  which  would  also  apply  in  case  of  a  burn  out  of  any  of  the 
boxes  now  in  use,  and  also  that  all  boxes  be  painted,  as  they  are 
greatly  in  need,  to  keep  them  from  rust. 

And  I  would  again  call  attention  to  the  urgent  need  of  some  pro- 
vision for  better  protection  against  fire  in  the  south  part  of  the  city. 
This  part  of  the  city  is  growing  fast  and  is  a  considerable  distance 
away  from  the  nearest  fire  station,  and  there  is  a  growing  need  for 
greater  protection  in  this  section. 

And  again- 1  would  call  your  attention  to  the  urgent  need  of  bet- 
ter protection  in  Ward  One,  especially  the  college  property  and  hos- 
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pital.  The  hydrants  now  in  use  at  the  hospital  are  not  sufficient  to  pro- 
tect this  property;  the  hydrants  being  for  hose  attachments  should  be 
steamer  hydrants,  and  also  should  receive  its  supply  from  the  lower 
service,  as  it  now  necessitates  long  lines  of  hose  to  reach  several  of 
these  buildings,  therefore  requiring  much  more  pressure  to  force  the 
water  up  to  the  present  height,  and  it  would  be  impossible  to  force 
more  than  one  stream  the  distance  now  required. 

OVERHEAD  WIRES'. 

The  evil  effects  and  obstructions  caused  by  our  system  of  overhead 
wires  in  this  city  have  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  and  the 
system  cannot  be  too  strongly  condemned  at  this  time.  While  some 
wires  have  been  placed  underground,  yet  in  the  heart  of  the  city  to- 
day is  a  perfect  network  of  overhead  wires.  This  obstruction  is  the 
most  serious  matter  that  we  have  to  contend  with  at  the  present  time, 
and  should  be  corrected  as  soon  as  possible.  Under  the  present  con- 
dition of  things  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  raise  our  extension 
ladders  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  especially  at  night,  when  cross  wires 
cannot  be  seen.  Should  a  serious  fire  occur  this  condition  of  affairs 
would  greatly  hamper  our  department.  As  there  is  now  an  ordinance 
for  the  removal  of  overhead  signs  and  awnings,,  which  are  also  an  ob- 
struction to  the  department,  I  would  recommend  that  your  Honorable 
Body  include  in  that  ordinance  that  all  overhead  wires  in  the  business 
section  of  our  city  be  put  underground,  and  that  we  make  every  effort 
to  have  this  evil  corrected  before  disastrous  results  follow.  I  would 
also  recommend  that  a  change  from  a  gravity  to  storage  battery  system 
be  made.  The  change  would  result  not  only  in  obtaining  better  service 
than  it  is  possible  to  exact  from  the  old  system,  but  in  saving  to  the 
city  double  the  cost  of  the  change. 

I  would  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  gymnasium  and  school 
of  instruction  where  the  members  of  the  force  could  not  only  be  drilled 
in  the  duties  pertaining  to  this  service,  but  could  also  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  being  exercised  in  a  proper  and  systematic  manner.  The  need 
of  a  gymnasium  has  long  been  evident,  as  also  that  its  establishment 
would  be  productive  of  the  most  beneficial  results.  The  members  do 
not  have  sufficient  exercise  to  keep  them  in  good  physical  condition, 
and  as  the  work  which  they  are  called  upon  to  perform  is  such  as  calls, 
not  only  for  the  exercise  of  good  judgment,  but  also  for  the  possession 
of  much  physical  strength,  such  an  institution  would  be  invaluable, 
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and,  in  my  opinion,  arrangements  should  be  made  whereby  a  system  of 
compulsory  exercise,  under  the  direction  of  a  competent  instructor, 
might  be  inaugurated. 

Another  recommendation,  which  I  think  of  great  importance,  is 
concerning  lead  connections  on  gas  meters:  They  have  proved  to  be 
dangerous  to  life  and  property.  This  matter  has  been  discussed  by  a 
great  many  of  the  fire  chiefs  of  this  country,  and  such  connections  are 
condemned  by  them.  Experience  we  have  had  in  our  own  city  strongly 
confirms  their  opinion,  and  I  think  your  Honorable  Body  should  give 
this  matter  due  consideration. 

Another  matter  which  I  think  would  be  of  great  help  to  the  de- 
partment in  its  workings  at  fires,  is  to  have  a  police  force  sufficient  to 
keep  back  the  crowds  of  people  who  gather  at  fires  and  hamper  the 
workings  of  the  department.  It  is  almost  impossible  to  do  any  work 
without  running  over  people,  thereby  delaying  the  work  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  only  effective  way  is  by  roping  off  the  streets  at  a  proper 
distance  from  the  scene  of  the  fire.  It  is  impossible  for  the  firemen  to 
do  this,  as  our  force  is  not  sufficient,  as  we  need  all  the  men  to  handle 
the  apparatus. 

REMARKS. 

During  the  past  year  only  three  fires  of  any  magnitude  have  oc- 
curred. The  net  total  loss  for  the  year  is  $3,548.33.  The  total  re- 
sult for  the  year  is  very  creditable  to  the  Fire  Department.  The  present 
state  of  the  department,  with  a  record  of  the  work  performed  during 
the  past  year,  is  set  forth  in  extenso  in  this  report.  The  department  is 
in  a  good  state  of  efficiency,  which  is  evidenced  by  a  glance  at  the  re- 
sults accomplished  during  the  year. 

While  the  element  of  good  fortune  is  to  be  taken  into  consideration, 
the  results  obtained  are  due,  in  large  degree,  to  the  promptness  with 
which  alarms  are  transmitted;  the  quick  response  by  the  department, 
and  the  fearless  and  intelligent  work  of  the  members  of  the  department 
when  the  scene  of  the  fire  is  reached.  As  a  fire  fighting  machine,  the 
department,  as  it  stands  to-day,  is  the  embodiment  of  much  that  modern 
science  and  mechanical  ingenuity  has  been  able  to  devise,  manned  by 
men,  in  the  main,  intelligent,  courageous,  and  devoted. 

The  small  loss  caused  by  fire  during  the  past  year  has  no  doubt 
been  on  account  of  the  success  of  the  combination  of  chemicals  that 
are  in  service.    They  have  fully  demonstrated  that  they  are  a  valuable 
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adjunct  to  the  department.  The  celerity  with  which  they  can  be  op- 
erated is  the  means  of  preventing  heavy  damage  by  water;  and  the 
expense  of  charging  them  is  only  trifling.  Of  all  fires  and  alarms  from 
all  sources,  to  date,  fully  52  per  cent  were  extinguished  by  chemicals. 

APPOINTMENTS  AND  COMPENSATIONS. 

As  this  is  a  very  important  matter  for  consideration,  I  deem  it 
proper  at  this  time  to  make  some  suggestions  which  will,  I  think,  im- 
prove the  service.  The  success  and  efficiency  of  this  department  de- 
pends entirely  upon  the  kind  of  material  we  select  to  operate  it.  If, 
in  making  appointments,  good,  bright,  and  intelligent  men  are  se- 
lected, then  the  department  will  soon  attain  that  high  standard  of 
efficiency  so  much  desired.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  our  selections 
are  of  an  inferior  class  of  men,  incompetent  and  unfit  for  service,  then 
our  department  will  never  reach  that  point  of  efficiency  that  we  are 
looking  for.  I  think  this  department  should  be  made  up  of  the  best 
material  that  can  be  selected;  and  every  inducement  offered  to  me- 
chanics to  seek  positions  in  this  department. 

As  to  compensations,  I  believe  in  paying  good  men  fair  prices  for 
their  labor,  as  I  think  a  poor  and  incompetent  man  in  this  business 
is  dear  at  any  price. 

Tor  the  best  interest  of  the  Fire  Department,  I .  feel  it  incumbent 
upon  me  to  here  pass  opinion  again  regarding  the  rating  of  payment 
of  the  call  men,  on  a  system  of  percentages;  attendance  at  every  fire 
during  the  year,  giving  a  perfect  percentage;  absence  from  fires  low- 
ering the  percentage;  the  rating  and  payment  of  the  men  corresponding 
to  their  percentage  of  standing. 

In  my  opinion  this  system  is  not  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Fire 
Department.  Under  such  a  system  the  men  have  come  to  feel  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  liberty  to  absent  themselves  from  fires,  if  the  same  oc- 
cur at  a  time  inconvenient  or  unpleasant  for  them  to  attend.  They  feel 
that  in  absenting  themselves  they  merely  suffer  the  loss  only  of  a  small 
percentage.  This  might  prove  a  serious  matter  if  it  should  occur  some 
night  when  weather  conditions  tended  to  keep  many  indoors. 

Furthermore,  the  keeping  of  such  a  percentage  system,  as  can  be 
readily  understood,  is  such  a  complicated  matter  and  requires  such  an 
endless  amount  of  detail  work,  that  it  is  highly  impracticable.  Far  bet- 
ter be  it  to  have  it  definitely  understood  what  amount  of  compensation 
the  call  men  are  to  receive;  have  attendance  at  all  fires  where  their 
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services  are  needed,  compulsory,  and  have  sickness,  death  in  the  fam- 
ily, or  permitted  absence  from  home,  the  only  excuse  that  would  be 
accepted  for  non-attendance. 

That  the  present  system  of  pay  of  call  men  fails  in  its  purpose, 
seems  to  be  fully  demonstrated  the  past  year.  It  affects  the  efficiency 
of  the  department,  for  at  present  they  may  simply  sign  the  weekly 
register  and  attend  no  fires  whatever,  and  yet  receive  a  part  of  the 
amount  allowed.  They  may  also  leave  the  city  without  permission, 
and  return  at  their  leisure;  and  it  also  conflicts  with  the  rules  gov- 
erning the  department. 

REMARKS. 

There  have  been  several  improvements  in  the  past  year.  New  and 
improved  devices,  new  pipes  and  nozzles,  which  are  a  great  improve- 
ment over  the  old  style,  more  effectual  in  their  working,  and  a  great 
saving  of  time.  These  improvements  can  only  be  obtained  by  attending 
the  International  Association  of  Fire  Chiefs,  of  which  I  have  the  honor 
of  being  a  member.  I  attended  the  convention  of  fire  chiefs  held  at 
Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  Sept.  22-25,  1903.  Without  doubt  the  information 
obtained  well  repaid  the  expenses  incurred.  Valuable  information  is 
obtained  at  these  meetings,  for  benefits  are  derived  from  the  experiences 
of  others.  As  to  improved  methods  of  extinguishing  fires,  there  is  an 
opportunity  to  witness  the  working  of  all  new  and  improved  fire  ap- 
paratus and  devices  and  station  equipments.  Progress  on  this  line 
is  made  each  year  and  it  is  of  benefit  to  a  municipality  to  keep  in 
touch  with  all  new  ideas  and  to  be  able  to  select  those  most  practical 
and  economical. 

I  would  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  52  per  cent  of  all  fires 
during  the  year  were  put  out  with  the  chemical  engine.  Its  service 
where  prompt  measures  were  required  has  been  invaluable,  not  only  in 
saving  property  from  fires,  but  where  damage  would  have  resulted  from 
the  use  of  water,  otherwise  required. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  our  places  of  amusement.  The 
owners  should  provide  adequate  means  of  communicating  alarms  of 
fire,  accident  or  danger  either  to  the  Police  or  Fire  Department,  and  also 
sufficient  fire  hose,  extinguishers,  fire  doors  and  similar  apparatus 
for  preventing  and  extinguishing  fires;  and  shall  see  that  no 
obstructions  or  anything  whatever  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle  or  pas- 
sage way  in  such  places  of  amusement.    Authority  should  also  be  given 
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to  detail  one  or  more  firemen  to  places  of  amusement  to  see  that  such 
regulations  are  carried  out.  Our  places  of  amusement  should  have  a 
sufficient  amount  of  hose,  pipes,  and  extinguishers. 

None  of  them  have  a  fire  curtain  to  drop  in  case  of  emergency; 
and  no  doors  should  be  locked  during  any  performance  or  gathering. 
All  exits  should  be  marked  on  all  doors,  in  large  letters,  so  that  they 
can  be  seen  from  any  part  of  the  house.  Lights  on  all  fire  escapes  and 
stair-ways  should  be  lighted  at  all  times  when  the  hall  is  in  use. 
There  are  halls  in  our  city,  where  lectures  and  amusements  are  held, 
without  fire  escapes,  and  with  but  one  or  two  exits,  and  no  fire  protec- 
tion of  any  kind. 

The  manager  of  the  Howard  Opera  House  has  complied  with  the 
request  made  by  the  Chief  and  Fire  Warden;  hose  has  been  put  in  ser- 
vice, making  the  fire  protection  more  efficient. 

I  desire  here  to  offer  a  few  suggestions,  which,  if  adopted,  would 
greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  and,  in  my  judgment, 
wil  be  a  great  improvement  over  the  present  system. 

The  chief  engineer  should  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  years,  or  as 
long  as  he  proves  himself  capable  of  filling  that  position.  The  as- 
sistants should  also  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the 
same  conditions. 

Of  all  the  departments  in  this,  or  in  any  other  city,  the  fire  de- 
partment must  come  first  in  point  of  importance.  It  is  the  department 
upon  which  rests  the  responsibility  for  the  protection  of  lives  and 
property  of  the  citizens.  It  is  also  a  department  which  is  compelled 
to  perform  the  most  important  duties  with  scarcely  a  moment  for  plans 
to  be  made,  for  the  slightest  error  is  liable  to  result  in  the  wholesale 
destruction  of  property  and  possibly  the  loss  of  life.  Hence  it  is  of 
the  utmost  importance  that  men  of  cool  judgment  and  experience  should 
be  at  the  head  of  the  department,  and  after  they  have  proven  their 
competency  for  the  position  they  occupy;  they  should  only  be  removed 
for  good  and  sufficient  reasons. 

I  would  also  recommend  a  change  in  the  method  of  appointing  the 
permanent  members  of  the  department.  Under  the  present  system, 
the  appointments  are  made  and  the  political  preferences  of  the  men 
have  considerable  influence  in  their  selection.  I  think  the  department 
would  be  greatly  improved  if  only  first-class  men,  in  every  respect, 
should  be  selected  for  the  various  positions,  without  regard  to  their 
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political  opinions,  and  be  retained  during  good  behaviour,  or  until  they 
prove  themselves  incompetent  or  incapable  of  performing  their  duties. 

If  this  change  should  be  made  it  would  be  possible  to  raise  the 
standard  of  the  department  by  securing  only  the  best  men.  At  present 
there  are  many  men  who  would  make  excellent  firemen  in  every  way 
who  cannot  be  induced  to  accept  positions  in  the  department  on  ac- 
count of  the  uncertainty  of  their  tenure  of  office.  I  believe  that  the 
appointments  of  the  permanent  men,  and  also  call  men,  should  be  made 
by  the  Board  of  Engineers,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee 
on  Fire  Department,  and  to  remove,  if  they  prove  incompetent,  from  the 
service.  The  office  of  first  assistant  engineer  was  made  permanent  in 
the  past  year,  and  fire  warden,  which  added  much  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  department;  he  being  on  duty  at  all  times.  The  city  has  never 
been  so  free  from  rubbish  and  accumulation  of  combustible  matter  in 
cellars;  back  yards  have  been  kept  in  a  clean  condition.  He  has  not 
only  served  in  those  two  capacities  but  has  filled  vacancies  from  time  to 
time,  when  sickness  or  accident  occurred  in  the  department,  keeping 
the  force  up  to  its  number. 

It  has  already  been  proven  that  the  new  office  of  Fire  Warden  is 
of  benefit  to  the  city,  yet  there  is  still  room  for  an  improvement  in 
covering  the  large  field  for  labor  in  this  direction.  The  adoption  of 
more  practical  building  laws  and  regulations  of  more  stringent  char- 
acter regarding  fire  prevention  would  increase  the  value  of  the  service. 

In  closing  this  thirty-eighth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  extend  to  the 
officers  and  members  of  this  department  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  performed  their  several  duties.  I 
also  extend,  to  your  Honorable  Body,  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  many 
courtesies  shown  me  by  you,  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  Your 
willingness  at  all  times  to  aid  us  by  purchasing  such  improvements 
as  the  organization  of  this  department  has  demanded,  from  time  to 
time,  has  been  very  gratifying  to  me  and  should  be  appreciated  by 
all  citizens  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  department. 

My  thanks  are  extended  to  all  persons  with  whom  I  have  been  as- 
sociated in  the  performance  of  my  official  duties,  as  Chief  of  the  De- 
partment.

To  the  Fire  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  of 
the  condition  of  the  fire  alarm  system,  together  with  my  recommenda- 
tion for  the  coming  year. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1903,  there  have  been  70 
alarms  of  fire  transmitted  to  the  entire  department,  of  this  number  55 
were  bell  alarms  and  15  still  alarms.  This  is  an  increase  of  39 
alarms  over  the  previous  year.    The  total  number  of  false  alarms  was 
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two.  The  system,  as  a  whole,  is  in  good  condition  and  has  called  for 
few  repairs  during  the  year.  The  underground  wire,  placed  in  July, 
1901,  has  proved  very  satisfactory,  causing  no  trouble  up  to  the  present 
time.  The  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Co.  have  rebuilt 
their  lines  on  several  streets,  where  we  have  transferred  our  wire  to 
the  new  poles  to  good  advantage,  and  I  consider  the  general  condition 
of  our  outside  plant  to  be  the  best  for  some  years.  Our  40  boxes  are 
tested  each  month  and  we  have  had  no  cases  where  they  have  failed  to 
work  satisfactorily.  The  central  office  apparatus  is  in  first-class  con- 
dition and  the  year  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  -  moving  it  from 
the  upper  story  to  its  present  quarters.  The  new  box,  21,  placed  this 
summer,  has  been  used  three  times,  showing  that  it  is  well  located. 

RECOMMENDATION. 

In  considering  recommendations  for  the  coming  year,  it  should  be 
remembered  that  we  are  constantly  growing,  and  that  the  best  of 
equipment  depreciates,  and  our  department  being  of  a  nature  that  calls 
for  the  most  exacting  service,  should  be  kept  up  at  all  times,  it  being 
cheaper  to  renew  and  extend  each  year  than  to  leave  the  renewals  to 
accumulate  until  a  large  amount  must  be  expended  to  overcome  the 
depreciation,  and  possibly  the  city  suffer  serious  loss  by  the  failure  of 
the  system  at  a  critical  time.  I  would  suggest  that  the  city  purchase 
2,000  feet  of  single  underground  wire  to  be  placed  in  the  city  duct  in 
the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company's  conduct,  between 
Church  and  No.  Union  streets.  This  will  allow  us  to  split  our  number 
one  circuit.,  which  is  too  large  and  overloaded,  making  an  additional 
circuit. 

We  have  a  spare  place  for  this  circuit  in  our  repeater  at  the  cen- 
tral station.  We  also  have  a  duct  in  the  underground  conduct  on 
Main  street,  where  our  wire  is  at  present  on  the  electric  light  poles, 
over  heavily  charged  circuits.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  feet  of  wire 
will  remove  this  line  from  St.  Paul  street  to  South  Willard  street. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  recommendation  I  can  make  is  to  re- 
peat my  special  recommendation  of  last  spring,  regarding  a  storage 
battery.  We  can  purchase  such  a  system  complete  and  installed  for 
$700.00.  This  will  do  away  with  the  present  gravity  battery  and  will 
provide  a  saving  in  maintainence  of  about  $150.00  yearly,  paying  for 
itself  in  five  years.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  should  not  be  considered 
as  an  expenditure,  but  a  paying  investment  that  will  save  money  to 
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the  city.  We  should  also  place  several  additional  boxes  the  coming 
year.  There  are  locations,  particularly  in  the  Fifth  Ward,  that  are  un- 
protected, to  which  the  Chief  Engineer  has  called  attention  in  his  re- 
cent reports. 

I  wish  also  to  recommend  that  we  carry  a  larger  stock  of  material 
for  line  repairs,  wire,  cross-arms,  etc.,  as  we  are  called  upon  to  borrow 
at  times  from  the  different  companies  in  town,  and  do  not  always  get 
as  good  material  as  is  desirable.  We  should  be  amply  provided  against 
a  break  caused  by  storm,  which  might  wreck  our  lines,  necessitating 
extensive  repairs. 

In  closing,  gentlemen,  allow  me  to  thank  the  Committee,  together 
with  the  Chief  of  Fire  Department,  for  the  courteous  treatment  and 
friendly  relations  that  I  have  enjoyed  while  in  the  service  of  the 
city.

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 

ON  PERMANENT  STREET  IMPROVEMENTS. 


To  the  Hon'orable,  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  the  final  report 
of  the  Special  Committee  under  whose  supervision  the  so-called  Per- 
manent Street  Improvement  Fund  has  been  expended. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  an  unexpended  balance  of 
the  $30,000  which  was  appropriated  for  permanent  work  of  $8,743.13. 
Of  this  amount  $1,619.72  was  expended  upon  Williston  road  and  the 
balance — $7,123.41 — in  completing  the  work  on  Colchester  avenue. 

The  work  on  Williston  road  consisted  in  correcting  the  grade  to 
some  extent,  building  a  subdrain  on  the  south  side  and  in  resurfacing 
the  rqadway  for  1600  feet  westerly  from  its  intersection  with  East 
avenue.    The  roadway  improved  is  16  feet  in  width. 

The  work  on  Colchester  avenue  was  the  completion  of  the  macadam 
roadway  from  the  end  of  the  macadam  built  in  1902  to  and  including 
the  intersection  with  Barrett  street.  The  total  cost  of  the  improve- 
ment on  this  street  was  considerably  increased  by  the  change  of  grade 
between  Chase  and  Barrett  streets,  the  correcting  of  the  line  at  Green 
Mount  Cemetery  and  by  the  increased  width  of  roadway  occasioned  by 
the  curbing  of  a  portion  of  the  street.

STREET  DEPARTMENT. 

For  the  use  of  this  department  we  have  received  from  the  City 
Treasurer  the  following  amounts,  viz: 

Balance  on  hand  January  1st,  1903,  $59.14;  from  the  highway  tax, 
$26,500.00,  and  from  the  State  highway  tax  reapportionment  for  1903, 
$340.98,  making  a  total  of  $26,900.12. 

There  has  been  paid  into  the  city  treasury  for  curbing,  sidewalks 
•and  sprinkling  assessment,  $9,886.37;  for  work  done  for  other  depart- 
ments of  the  city,  including  the  sale  of  crushed  stone,  collected  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  $6,619.37,  which  several  amounts  having 
been  used  by  this  department  the  second  time,  makes  the  total  amount 
received  by  this  department,  $43,405.86. 

There  has  been  expended  by  our  Superintendent  of  Streets  during 
the  year,  as  shown  by  his  report,  $43,295.97,  leaving  an  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  $109.89.

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  and  placed  to  our 
credit  by  the  City  Treasurer  for  sewer  purposes  was  $2,000.00,  and 
there  was  assessed  against  the  abutting  property  for  work  ordered  by 
the  City  Council  and  paid  into  the  city  treasury  $5,791.75,  and  for 
work  done  for  other  departments  of  the  city,  and  collected  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  and  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer,  $1,195.93, 
making  a  total  of  $8,987.68,  and  we  have  expended  during  the  year 
$8,984.06,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  January  1,  1904,  of  $3.62. 


At  a  city  meeting  held  June  18th,  1901,  it  was  voted  to  place  to 
the  credit  of  this  fund  $30,000.00,  and  there  was  expended  in  1901 
$12,519.71  and  in  1902,  $8,737.16,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  Janu- 
ary 1st,  1903,  of  $8,743.13,  which  amount  has  been  expended  in  1903  as 
follows:  On  Colchester  avenue,  $7,123.41,  and  on  Williston  road  the 
balance  of  $1,619.72. 


The  amount  appropriated  by  the  City  Council  for  electric  lights  for 
the  year  1903  was  $14,500.00,  and  the  cost  of  the  same  has  been  $15,- 
024.86,  leaving  a  shortage  of  $524.86. 

The  contract  for  lighting  the  city  expired  the  1st  of  September,  at 
which  time  the  matter  was  taken  out  of  our  hands,  but  we  are  informed 
there  has  been  added  ten  lights  during  the  year,  making  the  present 
number  195. 

For  an  itemized  statement  of  the  amount  spent  in  the  above  men- 
tioned departments,  and  for  what  purpose  it  has  been  expended,  we 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  our  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

For  the  usual  courtesy  shown  us  by  your  Honorable  Board,  and 
co-operation  in  our  work,  we  tender  you  our  sincere  thanks.

The  work  of  a  permanent  character  done  is  as  follows:

Colchester  avenue — Before  the  permanent  roadway  was  built  the 
curbing  was  laid  and  the  gutters  paved  on  both  sides  from  Barrett 
street  to  Chase  street  and  on  the  north  side  from  Chase  street  to  a 
point  opposite  Latham  court,  thus  completing  the  curbing  on  the  north

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side,  and  thirteen  catch  basins  were  built  to  take  care  of  the  surface 
water.    The  paving  of  gutters,  grading,  retaining  wall  and  macadam- 
izing was  done  under  the  Permanent  Fund. 
Center  street — was  macadamized. 

Greene  street — Was  curbed  and  guttered  from  Pearl  street  to 
Hickok  place. 

Elm  street — In  view  of  the  extension  of  this  street  what  filling 
was  available  has  been  used  in  bringing  this  street  to  grade. 

George  street — Was  redressed  with  crushed  stone  and  gravel. 

Monroe  street — Was  curbed,  guttered  and  sidewalk  concreted  from 
George  street  to  Champlain  street. 

North  avenue — Was  redressed  with  gravel,  the  southerly  portion 
with  gravel  brought  in  by  boat  from  Malletts  Bay  and  the  northerly 
portion  with  gravel  from  the  Ethan  Allen  farm. 

North  Willard  street — WTas  macadamized  from  Pearl  street  to 
Loomis  street. 

Williston  road — Under  the  Permanent  Fund  was  resurfaced  with 
crushed  stone  and  drain  built  with  a  three-inch  tile  laid  on  boards 
and  ditch  filled  with  cobble  stones  two  inches  deep,  covered  with  straw 
and  the  balance  filled  with  earth,  the  entire  depth  being  three  feet.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

CITY  ENGINEER. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  is  respectfully  submitted  my  twelfth  an- 
nual report  as  City  Engineer,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903. 

This  report  deals  simply  with  the  engineering  features  of  the  city 
work.  The  details  of  construction  and  cost  may  be  found  in  the 
reports  of  the  other  departments. 

For  the  . Street  Department,  lines,  grades  and  elevations  for  curbing, 
grading  and  sidewalks  have  been  given  on  the  following  streets: 

Archibald  street,  1336.69  feet  of  walk;  Bank  street,  394.85  feet  of 
walk  and  49.5  feet  of  curb  (reset)  ;  Colchester  avenue,  2847.17  feet  of 
curb;  Crombie  street,  1008.35  feet  of  walk  and  931.3  feet  of  curb; 
Greene  street,  541.65  feet  of  curb;  Hickok  place,  72.05  feet  of  curb; 
Isham  street,  1239.1  feet  of  curb;  Lafountain  street,  505.88  feet  of 
curb;  Main  street,  121.15  feet  of  walk  and  142  feet  of  curb  (reset) ; 
Monroe  street,  928.9  feet  of  walk  and  896.3  feet  of  curb;  Winooski 
avenue,  31  feet  of  walk  and  31  feet  of  curb  (reset). 

The  total  length  of  curbing  set  during  the  year,  including  that 
which  replaced  old  curbing,  is  7255.95  feet,  and  the  total  length  of 
walk,  including  that  which  replaced  old  walk,  is  3820.94  feet,  with  a 
total  area  of  2450.43  square  yards. 

The  measurements  for  curbing  include  returns  for  driveways  and 
street  intersections.  After  completion,  the  work  was  measured  and 
assessment  maps  made,  showing  number  of  feet  of  curbing  and  square 
yards  of  walk  to  be  assessed  against  each  property  owner  abutting 
the  above  improvements.  Of  the  above  curb  mentioned  as  reset  80.5 
feet  of  stone  curbing  was  replaced  with  cement.  While  this  is  the 
first  use  of  cement  curbing  upon  our  streets,  it  has  been  used  exten- 
sively and  with  satisfactory  results  in  other  cities. 

All  grades  and  lines  required  in  building  the  following  macadam 
roads  were  given  as  required:  Center  street,  354  feet,  with  a  width  of 
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15.5  feet  and  an  area  of  609.7  square  yards;  Colchester  avenue,  2530- 
feet,  with  a  width  varying  from  22.5  feet  to  29  feet  and  an  area  of 
6041.2  square  yards;  Willard  street,  900  feet,  with  a  width  of  31.5 
feet  and  an  area  of  3150  square  yards;  Williston  road,  resurfaced,  1600 
feet,  with  a  width  of  16  feet  and  an  area  of  2844.4  square  yards;  the 
total  length  of  macadam  roads  built  and  improved  being  5384  feet  with 
a  total  area  of  12645.3  square  yards,  including  street  intersections,  but 
not  including  gutters. 

The  Street  Department  has  received  by  boat  the  following  material, 
which  was  measured:  953.6  cubic  yards  of  rubble  limestone  from  Isle 
La  Motte  and  951.6  cubic  yards  of  gravel  from  Malletts  Bay. 

The  customary  work  for  the  Sewer  Department  consisted  in  giving 
the  necessary  lines,  grades  and  elevations  for  the  construction  of 
sewers  in  the  following  named  streets:  Bank  street,  1137.45  feet;  Bar- 
rett street,  551.9  feet;  Booth  street,  (overflow)  321.8  feet,  Brookes 
avenue  overflow  (in  lot  east  of  Isham  street),  112.8  feet;  Chase  street, 
652.2  feet;  Colchester  avenue,  2142.05  feet;  College  street,  41  feet; 
Elmwood  avenue,  250.8  feet;  Hickok  place,  211.7  feet;  Isham  street, 
612.42  feet;  Nash  place,  294  feet;  Pine  street  and  across  private  lands, 
938.2  feet;  Willard  street,  286.6  feet;  Williams  street,  157.8  feet; 
making  a  total  of  7710.72  feet. 

After  completion  of  the  work,  measurements  were  taken  and  maps 
and  plans  made,  showing  owners'  names  and  number  of  feet  frontage 
of  abutting  property,  these  maps  and  plans  being  used  in  making  out 
the  assessments.  Maps  were  made  which  gave  not  only  the  frontages 
but  the  connections,  openings,  direction  of  flow,  etc.,  which  are  pre- 
served for  reference  in  this  office  and  duplicates  are  also  made  for 
filing  in  the  City  Clerk's  office. 

The  Pine  street  sewer,  which  is  the  outlet  for  quite  an  area  south 
of  Kilburn  street  and  west  of  St.  Paul  street,  was  built  of  15-inch  tile. 
This  is  very  much  smaller  than  what  will  be  eventually  required,  but 
the  large  expense  necessary  to  construct  a  sewer,  as  previously  de- 
signed, through  this  particular  locality,  which  is  very  low  and  flat 
and  covered  to  some  extent  with  railroad  tracks,  made  it  advisable  to 
build  the  smaller  sewer,  which  is  ample  for  the  present  and  at  some 
future  time  provide  for  a  storm  overflow. 

For  the  Water  Department,  lines,  grades  and  elevations  were  given 
on  North  avenue,  at  the  pumping  station  and  at  the  reservoirs. 
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During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  re-survey  of  Depot  street 
was  completed  and  a  plan  and  profile  made  and  submitted  to  your 
Honorable  Board,  together  with  a  verbal  report  of  the  estimated  cost, 
of  putting  the  street  in  condition  for  public  use. 

Crossing  this  street  is  a  ravine  or  gully  which  was  caused  by  a 
storm  many  years  ago.  Since  that  time  a  circuitous  route  across 
private  lands  has  been  used.  The  estimate  of  $500,  which  was  made, 
contemplated  building  a  trestle  across  this  ravine  and  allowing  the 
dumping  of  all  material  suitable  for  filling  from  it.  In  this  way  the 
greatest  expense  in  making  the  street  passable  would  be  very  much 
lessened.  This  estimate  did  not  include  the  removal  of  the  buildings 
which  encroach  upon  portions  of  the  street. 

The  survey  of  Cliff  street  extension  was  also  completed  this  year. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  Street  Commissioners  surveys  were 
made  for  the  proposed  extensions  of  the  following  streets:  Elm  street, 
from  Spruce. street  south  to  St.  Paul  street;  Harrison  avenue,  from  its 
easterly  termination  easterly  to  Pine  street;  Briggs  street,  from  Park 
avenue  northerly  to  Lakeside  avenue. 

For  private  parties  surveys  were  made  of  the  following  streets, 
which  were  later  accepted  by  the  city:  Bissell  street,  from  its  north- 
erly terminus  969  feet  northerly;  Berry  street,  from  the  northerly  end 
of  Bissell  street  easterly  to  North  avenue;  Isham  street,  from  Loomis 
street  southerly  607.42  feet;  Hickok  place,  from  its  easterly  terminus 
to  Isham  street. 

Work  for  the  Pauper  Department  consisted  in  laying  out  the  new 
buildings,  making  surveys  and  plans  for  grading  and  drainage. 

For  the  Cemetery  Commissioners,  line  and  grade  have  been  given 
for  the  new  iron  fence  at  Green  Mount  cemetery. 

You  are  doubtless  aware  that  the  southerly  and  part  of  the  east- 
erly boundary  lines  of  the  city  as  described  in  the  city  charter  are  de- 
pendent upon  the  lines  of  the  original  town  lots.  These  lines  have 
never  to  my  knowledge  been  surveyed  since  the  incorporation  of  the 
city.  They  certainly  never  have  been  denned  by  any  permanent  marks. 
As  these  old  lot  lines  are  becoming  obliterated  from,  year  to  year,  it 
is  evident  that  the  sooner  the  city  lines  are  marked  by  proper  monu- 
ments the  more  easily  and  accurately  the  work  can  be  done.  I  would 
therefore  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Board  take  action  upon 
this  matter  and  have  the  lines  carefully  and  properly  marked. 
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The  following  is  a  tabulat3d  statement  of  the  work  completed  on 
the  streets  and  sewers  and  is  based  upon  previous  reports  of  the  City 
Engineer:

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOARD  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — In  submitting  this  first  annual  report,  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  beg  to  say  that  when  the  Board  was  organized 
last  April  the  care  of  the  parks  was  made  over  to  them  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Parks  and  Public  Buildings.  This  Board  has  carried  for- 
ward the  work  along  the  same  lines  pursued  by  the  Committee.  We 
thought  best  to  feel  our  way  carefully  and  find  out  how  far  the  funds 
at  our  disposal  would  allow  us  to  go  in  doing  the  work  which  is  placed 
in  our  care,  and  which  is  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  the  act 
under  which  the  board  was  created. 

The  three  principal  parks  of  the  city,  viz:  City  Hall,  Battery  and 
College  Parks,  have  been  well  cared  for  during  the  season.  Beds  of 
flowers  and  foliage  plants  have  been  planted  in  the  City  Hall  Park 
and  Battery  Park,  and  the  two  small  parks,  one  at  the  intersection  of 
Hyde  and  North  streets,  and  one  at  Archibald  and  Spring  streets. 
These  have  added  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  these  pleasure  grounds. 

The  flower  beds  in  Battery  Park  were  planted  this  year,  as  they 
have  been  for  several  years  past,  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Van  Patten.  They  are 
first  filled  with  tulip  bulbs  in  the  fall,  which  gives  a  profusion  of  bril- 
liant flowers  in  the  early  spring,  and  after  these  have  gone  by  they 
are  filled  with  a  variety  of  bedding  and  foliage  plants.  The  last  sea- 
son was  a  very  good  one  for  their  growth  and  the  effect  of  the  beds 
in  Battery  Park  was  very  ornamental. 

By  the  terms  of  the  act  by  which  this  Board  was  created  the  care 
of  shade  trees  in  the  streets  as  well  as  parks  was  placed  in  their  hands. 
The  coming  season  there  should  be  a  good  deal  of  trimming  done  to 
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trees;  also  removing  of  trees  which  are  dying,  or  which  are  disfigured 
and  unsightly. 

In  regard  to  the  trimming  to  be  done  there  are  several  things  to 
be  considered;  first,  where  the  limbs  are  growing  so  low  as  to  be  in 
the  way  of  passers  either  on  the  sidewalk  or  in  the  street,  or  where 
the  trees  may  need  pruning  in  order  to  promote  their  growth,  sym- 
metry and  vitality,  or  where  the  growth  of  the  limbs  is  interfering 
with  the  light  from  the  street  lamps  in  a  way  that  is  disadvantageous. 
There  is  apt  to  be  considerable  feeling  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  trim- 
ming trees,  but  when  properly  done  it  is  advantageous  to  all  con- 
cerned. 

This  Board  will  always  endeavor  to  do  this  work  with  care  and 
good  judgment. 

In  addition  to  the  care  of  the  shade  trees,  the  parkings  of  the 
streets  are  also  placed  in  the  care  of  this  Board.  This  gives  us  proper 
authority,  so  that  neglected  portions  of  the  streets  can  be  cared  for  at 
the  cost  of  the  abutting  property,  and  thus  the  whole  street  made  tidy, 
in  accordance  with  the  best  interests  of  all.  While  it  will  not  be  the 
desire  of  the  Board  to  be  at  all  arbitrary  in  this  matter,  it  will  be 
well  if  we  can  persuade  all  our  citizens  to  do  their  duty  in  the  proper 
care  of  the  streets  in  front  of  their  property.  In  connection  with  this 
the  fact  that  nearly  all  of  the  poles  for  telephone,  telegraph  and  electric 
light  wires  are  placed  in  the  parkings,  gives  this  Commission  control 
of  the  same  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  see  that  these  are  kept  in  good 
order  and  are  not  disfigured  by  advertising  signs,  as  is  now  the  case 
in  many  parts  of  the  city. 

It  will  also  be  the  purpose  of  this  Board  to  use  its  authority  to 
prevent  the  growth  of  noxious  weeds  in  the  streets  by  causing  these 
and  other  unsightly  growths  to  be  cut  down  and  destroyed  at  proper 
times. 

At  some  future  time  this  Board  will  be  glad  to  bring  before  your 
Honorable  Body  and  to  the  attention  of  our  citizens  certain  plans  look- 
ing for  the  extension  of  our  park  system.  It  is  none  too  early  to  take 
this  matter  into  consideration,  if,  as  we  believe,  Burlington  is  des- 
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tined  to  be  a  place  of  much  larger  population  in  the  not  distant  future. 
The  public  should  certainly  own  a  portion  of  the  lake  front  where  there 
is  a  suitable  bathing  beach,  so  that  our  citizens  may  afford  themselves 
the  privilege  and  pleasure  which  the  use  of  such  a  beach  would  give.

The  inmates  were  moved  to  the  new  almshouse  on  the  Goodrich 
road,  October  1,  and  are  now  nicely  housed  in  the  commodious  new 
place. 

I  will  say  in  regard  to  the  wood  yard  that  it  is  proving  a  suc- 
cess. Everyone  who  is  able  is  asked  to  saw  for  what  help  they  ask 
for,  and  in  most  instances  they  are  willing  to  work.

CHIEF  OP  POLICE. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1903. 

No  changes  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  in  patrolling  the 
lumber  and  manufacturing  districts.  South  Battery  street  has  been 
patrolled  in  the  day  time  since  June  15th.  This  officer  has  also  been 
on  duty  at  the  arrival  of  all  trains. 

The  second  man  for  day  service  has  since  September  patrolled 
North  avenue  from  Battery  Park  to  the  west  end  of  .  North  street  and 
vicinity  from  1  o'clock  P.  M.  until  midnight. 

No  serious  crimes  have  been  committed  during  the  year. 

Over  900  complaints  have  been  received  by  the  Department  during 
the  past  year,  which,  with  a  few  exceptions,  upon  investigation,  did  not 
warrant  prosecutions. 

The  records  of  the  Department  show  that  during  the  year  1903  the 
whole  number  of  arrests  was  396,  which  are  classified  as  follows:

Headquarters  are  kept  open  at  all  times,  as  in  the  past,  and  com- 
plaints by  telephone  or  in  person  promptly  attended  to. 

The  salaries  of  regular  policemen  who  have  served  more  than  two 
years  have  been  increased  during  the  year.  During  the  first  and  sec- 
ond years'  service  they  receive  $50  per  month;  during  the  third  and 
fourth,  $55  per  month,  and  during  the  fifth  and  subsequent  years,  $60 
per  month. 

No  department  is  of  greater  importance  than  the  Police  Depart- 
ment. Much  of  the  reputation  and  good  name  of  a  city  depends  upon 
its  police  force,  and  under  the  present  system  this  department  has 
given  general  satisfaction  as  regards  material,  organization  and  gen- 
eral discipline. 

The  department  as  a  whole  is  one  of  marked  ability  and  efficiency 
and  shows  improvement  and  interest  in  its  work,  and  we  can  safely 
place  full  confidence  in  our  officers.  It  is  important  that  the  present 
standard  be  maintained  and  no  change  should  operate  to  detract  from 
the  general  qualifications  the  department  now  possesses.  The  life  of 
a  police  officer  is  one  of  hardship  and  everything  is  expected  of  him. 
The  officers  are  now  held  .up  to  strict  discipline  and  duty,  and,  while 
more  is  expected  of  them  to-day  than  in  the  past,  they  are  receiving 
better  wages  than  heretofore.

During  the  past  year  the  City  has  neither  brought  suit  nor  been 
sued. 

The  matter  of  Mary  A.  Enright  against  the  city,  involving  the 
northerly  extension  of  Elm  street,  was  disposed  of  at  the  last  term  of 
Court,  at  an  expense  of  five  dollars  ($5.00),  the  amount  paid  the 
County  Clerk  as  a  judgment  fee. 

In  the  chancery  case  of  the  executors  of  the  late  Russell  S.  Taft 
against  the  city,  involving  the  validity  of  certain  sidewalk  and  curbing 
assessments  on  South  Union  and  Adams  streets,  a  proposition  for  set- 
tlement, together  with  the  opinion  and  recommendation  of  the  City 
Attorney,  are  now  before  the  Board,  awaiting  its  action. 

The  cases  involving  the  obstruction  of  the  streets  at  the  lake  front 
are  still  pending,  but  the  city's  interest  in  these  cases  has  not  been 
committed  to  my  care,  and  I  am  unable  to  make  any  statement  re- 
garding them.

Three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  respondents  were  convicted,  eleven 
were  acquitted  and  forty-three  were  discharged  on  nolle  prosequi. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-six  respondents  were  committed  to  the 
County  Jail,  thirty-seven  to  the  House  of  Correction  and  three  to  the 
Vermont  Industrial  School,  on  either  straight  or  alternative  sen- 
tences; five  respondents  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  Probation  officer 
and  one  was  put  under  bonds  to  keep  the  peace. 

Two  cases  were  appealed  to  the  March,  1903,  Term  of  County 
Court,  and  fifteen  to  the  September  Term,  and  entered  therein  for 
trial;  and  seven  cases  have  been  appealed  to  the  March,  1904,  Term.

There  are  uncollected  fines  and  costs  in  nineteen  cases  in  process 
of  collection,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  $328.69. 

On  the  third  day  of  March,  1903,  the  new  liquor  law  went  into 
effect,  under  the  provisions  of  which  all  fines  and  costs  are  made  pay- 
able to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  .or  town  in  which  the  offiense  was 
committed,  such  city  or  town  to  have  one-half  of  all  fines  collected. 
All  fees  are  to  be  paid  in  the  first  instance  by  such  city  or  town,  but 
if  it  appears  at  the  end  of  each  year  that  such  city  or  town  has  paid  out 
more  in  fees  than  has  been  collected  in  costs,  the  State  is  to  make  up 
the  deficit. 

For  violations  of  the  new  liquor  law  there  have  been  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-seven  prosecutions  in  the  City  Court  against  the  same 
number  of  respondents.  Two  hundred  and  fifty-four  respondents  were 
convicted,  five  were  acquitted  and  eight  were  discharged  on  nolle 

prosequi.

As  stated  above,  the  State  makes  up  any  deficit  in  fees  paid  by 
the  city  in  liquor  prosecutions,  and  the  city  is  to  receive  one-half  of 
all  fines  collected.  The  total  amount  of  fines  collected  in  liquor  cases 
during  the  year  1903,  was  $970.00.  This  makes  a  net  profit  to  the 
city  of  $485.00  on  liquor  cases  in  the  City  Court. 

In  cases  reported  exclusive  of  liquor  prosecutions,  during  the 
year  1903,  it  will  appear  from  figures  given  above  that  the  city  has 
received  from  the  City  Court  in  fines  and  costs  $195.47  more  than  it 
has  been  called  upon  to  disburse  in  fees.

We  are  glad  to  be  able,  in  presenting  the  report,  to  say  that  the 
accounts  of  the  cemeteries  are  in  excellent  shape.  All  bills  which 
have  been  rendered  to  us  are  paid,  and,  while  the  accounts  due  us 
have  been  well  collected,  there  is  still  quite  an  amount  to  come  in  on 
account  of  last  year's  work.  The  income  of  the  cemeteries  the  past 
year  has  been  satisfactory.  There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in 
the  income  of  Lake  View  cemetery  as  there  has  been  a  larger  sale  of 
burial  lots  than  heretofore.  The  burial  of  persons  who  have  died 
away  from  Burlington  and  who  were  brought  here  for  interment  in 
Lake  View,  accounts  for  quite  a  good  deal  of  the  increase.  The  rap- 
idity with  which  the  lots  in  this  cemetery  are  being  taken,  indicates 
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the  desirability  of  the  enlargement  of  the  grounds  as  soon  as  ar- 
rangements can  he  made  to  do  so.  It  will  take  a  number  of  years  to 
get  any  new  portion  of  ground  in  shape  so  that  it  will  be  desirable 
for  burial  purposes,  and  it  is  none  too  soon  to  begin  work  on  any  such 
extension.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  you  will  give  this  matter  the 
consideration  which  is  due. 

During  the  past  season  the  work  upon  the  improvement  of  Col- 
chester Avenue  necessitated  a  new  fence  at  the  front  of  Green  Mount 
cemetery.  When  the  matter  was  laid  before  your  Honorable  Body 
the  necessary  funds  for  this  work  were  appropriated.  As  soon  as 
it  was  possible  to  obtain  prices  the  fence  was  ordered  and  every  ef- 
fort was  made  to  get  it  here  in  season  to  erect  before  cold  weather  set 
in,  but  as  the  winter  commenced  very  early  and  has  been  very  cold 
since  beginning,  the  fence  was  only  partially  set  up  and  the  entrance 
gates  not  completed.  Enough,  however,  has  been  done  to  show  that 
the  improvement  will  be  as  desirable  and  satisfactory  as  was  ex- 
pected. The  entrance  to  the  cemetery  was  graded  down  and  a  good 
macadam  roadway  laid,  so  that  access  is  much  easier.  A  pair  of 
handsome  entrance  posts  will  be  erected  from  designs  furnished  by 
Mr.  W.  R.  B.  Willcox,  architect,  of  this  city.  When  the  erection  of 
the  fence  is  completed  and  the  bank  properly  graded  and  the  front 
of  the  cemetery  improved  with  shrubs  and  flowers,  it  will  add  much 
to  the  beauty  and  desirability  of  Green  Mount  as  a  resting  place  for 
the  dead.  The  Board  has  caused  the  removal  of  several  trees,  which 
hid,  to  a  large  extent,  the  view  of  the  monument  of  General  Ethan 
Allen.    This  is  an  improvement  that  is  appreciated. 

In  Elmwood  cemetery  there  have  been  but  few  lots  sold  and  the 
income  has  been  almost  entirely  from  the  trust  fund,  the  main  part 
of  which  was  left  by  the  late  Hon.  John  Pomeroy.'  A  considerable 
surplus  of  this  has  been  accumulated,  which  it  will  be  practicable 
to  use  for  the  further  improvement  of  the  cemetery  by  replacing 
the  present  wooden  fence,  which  is  getting  in  bad  shape  from  decay. 
The  Board  feels  that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  desirable  to  substi- 
tute a  suitable  iron  fence. 

There  have  been  a  good  number  of  additions  to  the  Trust  Funds 
for  the  perpetual  care  of  lots.  The  Board  heartily  recommends  this 
action  to  all  owners  of  lots. 
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The  three  cemeteries  have  been  well  cared  for  and  the  beautiful 
appearance  of  the  grounds  with  the  decorations  of  flowering  shrubs 
and  well  kept  flower  beds,  has  received  the  high  commendation  of 
many  of  our  people. 

Superintendent  Collins  has  given  faithful  service  in  his  care  of 
each  of  the  cemeteries,  and  with  his  employees  deserves  commenda- 
tion for  good  work. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners  would  also  return  thanks  to  your 
Honorable  Body  for  your  co-operation  and  kindly  consideration  of 
the  needs  of  the  cemeteries,  and  also  to  other  members  of  the  City 
Government,  who  have  shown  us  many  courtesies.

The  Commissioners  have  investigated  all  complaints  that  have 
been  made  to  them,  whether  the  same  were  in  writing  or  otherwise, 
and  have  instituted  several  proceedings  against  licensees,  and  in  con- 
junction with  the  State's  Attorney  and  City  Grand  Juror,  have  issued 
many  search  warrants,  and  caused  the  prosecution  of  various  parties. 

During  the  eight  months  that  the  law  has  been  in  force  the  Com- 
missioners have  revoked  two  licenses,  viz:  those  held  by  Thomas  P. 
Lynch  and  Oliver  DeVarennes,  both  of  whom  were  found  by  the  Com- 
missioners to  have  sold,  through  their  agents,  intoxicating  liquors  to 
minors. 

We  have  also  furnished  the  State's  Attorney  with  evidence  against 
William  B.  Craven,  which  resulted  in  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars 
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and  costs  being  imposed  by  the  judge  of  the  City  Court,  for  permitting 
treating  on  the  licensed  premises  in  violation  of  section  96. 

During  our  frequent  visits  to  the  licensed  places  the  Commission- 
ers have  corrected  many  matters,  which  were  not  in  violation  of  the 
law,  but  which  we  deemed  to  be  in  the  interests  of  temperance. 

We  have  required  a  light  to  be  kept  burning  in  all  saloons  during 
the  night,  and  have  found  with  but  few  exceptions  that  the  saloons 
have  been  kept  orderly  and  quiet. 

The  sheriffs  and  constables  and  police  officers  of  the  city  have 
been  before  us  quarterly  and  made  their  reports  under  oath,  and  with 
but  few  exceptions  have  given  us  no  information  of  violation  of  the 
law. 

That  the  law  is  continually  violated  is  certainly  true,  but  that  is 
true  of  every  law;  and  to  reduce  this  as  much  as  possible  it  is  neces- 
sary for  good  citizens  to  enter  their  complaints  to  the  Commissioners 
instead  of  criticizing  them  over  another's  name. 

The  Commissioners  are  at  their  office  in  the  City  Hall  every 
Friday  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  complaints  against  licensees,  as 
well  as  others,  and  will  investigate  thoroughly  every  matter  brought 
to  their  attention.

In  arriving-  at  these  figures  I  have  eliminated  from  the  available 
assets  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  as  representing  the  old  Howard  House, 
thereby  increasing  the  net  liabilities  of  this  year  by  $3,000.00,  as  com- 
pared with  the  amount  submitted  by  my  predecessor  in  last  year's 
report. 

In  addition  to  the  above  amount,  $212,652.96,  representing  the  es- 
timated current  expenses  for  the  year  1904,  some  provision  should  be 
made  in  taking  care  of  the  sum  represented  as  net  liabilities,  also  the 
sum  of  $35,000.00,  estimated  as  the  amount  needed  this  year  for  the 
completion  of  our  new  library,  and  the  payment  of  damages  for  the 
extension  of  new  streets  in  Ward  Five. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  have  already  recommended  that  these 
sums  be  provided  for  by  the  issuing  of  bonds  at  a  lower  rate  of  in- 
terest. This  recommendation  meets  my  approval,  and  if  adopted  and 
carried  out,  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  will,  with  the  anticipated  in- 
crease in  our  grand  list,  necessitate  a  tax  levy  for  the  year  1904  not 
much  in  excess,  if  any,  of  the  amount  required  for  last  year. 

I  wish  also  to  state,  as  there  appears  overdrafts  in  a  number  of  the 
different  departments,  they  can  be  accounted  for  largely  on  account  of 
the  expenses  for  license  commissioners,  for  which  no  provision  was 
made,  which  sum  amounted  to  $1,116.50;  also,  quite  a  sum  was  needed 
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in  addition  to  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  erection  of  our  new- 
alms-house. 

Another  department  which  shows  an  overdraft,  is  the  Police  De- 
partment. 

I  wish  to  state  that  owing  to  the  steady  growth  of  population,  also 
the  large  number  of  troops  now  stationed  at  Fort  Ethan  Allen,  the 
members  of  which  frequent  our  streets  in  such  large  numbers,  es- 
pecially at  night,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  increase  the  number  of  officers 
in  the  department. 

Another  matter  I  wish  to  speak  of  in  connection  with  this  depart- 
ment, and  in  so  doing  I  intend  no  reflection  on  any  person.  In  assum- 
ing office,  I  felt  it  my  duty  in  order  to  raise  the  standard  of  the  de- 
pertment,  to  initiate  some  radical  reforms;  but  in  so  doing  I  have 
been  persistently  opposed  at  all  times  by  the  Board  of  Police  Exam- 
iners, and  for  this  reason  the  expenses  of  the  department  were  some- 
what increased.

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  FIRE  ESCAPES. 
It  is  hereby  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Burlington,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  10  of  chapter  4  of  Revised  Ordinances  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Every  building  erected,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  erected,  in  which 
operatives  are  to  be  employed  above  the  second  story,  and  every  build- 
ing of  more  than  two  stories  and  occupied  above  the  second  story  as  a 
tenement,  boarding  house,  lodging  house,  hotel  or  for  school  purposes, 
and  any  building  occupied  above  the  first  story  as  a  public  hall  or  . 
place  of  amusement,  shall  be  provided  with  such  stairways  and  fire 
escapes  as  may  be  ordered  or  approved  by  the  Inspectors  of  Buildings. 

Section  4,  chapter  4,  is  hereby  amended  by  the  insertion  after 
"weak  or  unfit  material,"  in  the  eighth  line,  the  words,  "or  on  account 
of  fire  risk."

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"Except  in  the  case  of,  the  necessary  repairs  to  a  dwelling  house 
already  built  or  the  enlargement  of  same  to  an  extent  of  not  more 
than  ten  per  cent  of  the  value  of  said  dwelling,  the  same  may  be  done 
with  the  same  materials  of  which  the  dwelling  is  built,  provided  the 
dwelling  after  such  enlargement  has  a  clear  space,  on  all  sides  of  ten 
feet."
